TO THIS MAJOR PROBLEM OF OUR DAY 


Pluto in Cancer 


One of the most alarming phases of 
modern life is the amazing growth of 
crime, viciousness and sexual precocity 
in teen-age boys and girls of today. One 
can scarcely pick up a daily paper with- 
out being startled by headlines about boy 
(and even girl) criminals—accused of 
robbery, assault, violence, rape, sexual ad- 
venture and even murder. The Courts 
daily present evidence of juvenile delin- 
quency of alarming proportions. Recently 
there were no less than eight cases of 
early teen-agers on trial for murder in 
various parts of the country. Add to all 
this the cases which come to the notice 
of social workers, school teachers, minis- 
ters and family physicians without reach- 
ing the courts or receiving publicity, and 
one has a slight concept of the enormity 
of the problem. 

Authorities everywhere confess them- 
selves somewhat baffled by this epidemic. 
In a considerable experience with those 
who face this problem I have yet to learn 
of a single adequate explanation of the 
basic cause. It has been variously ascribed 
to the outgrowth of depression condi- 
tions, pre-occupation of working parents, 
wartime morals and the like, but none of 
these factors is sufficient to explain the 
phenomena. 

Now it happens that Astrology can 
throw a very vivid light upon this urgent 
question and so merits our most serious 
consideration, for anything which will 
help mitigate this canker which gnaws at 
our social life is a real contribution to 
better living. 

I am sure that we need not here argue 
the validity of astrological influence upon 
human character. Any open-minded per- 
son need only study the dominant char- 
acteristics of the 12 solar types of indi- 
viduals to discover that these imputed 
qualities are essentially true. And when 
it is remembered that this is merely re- 
garding the influence of one single factor, 
(out of a possible ten or more)—the sig-

nificance of the birth-month Sun—it will 
readily be realized that if we add the nu- 
ances of the other nine known planetary 
bodies it is possible to get a still truer 
picture of the individual. 

But what is more important, we find 
that these astrological influences are not 
only significant of the mental-emotional 
nature of the individual, but, also afford 
amazing insight into the physical peculi- 
arities of the individual. Any open-minded 
physician who will compare the findings 
of physical and clinical diagnosis with the 
planet-sign chords set up by the heavenly 
bodies on the date of birth, will be 
amazed by the correlations. He will also 
soon find (as did the writer in nearly 
forty years of observation) that one can 
also discern many things not discoverable 
by the usual methods of diagnosis. 

Observation in any large family, where 
the children have the same heredity and 
fairly similar feeding, reveals their phys- 
ical types and diseases are quite unac- 
countably different. 

The unbelievable reason why the posi- 
tions of the heavenly bodies at birth mir- 
ror or symbolize the physical conditions 
of the individual then born lies in that 
ancient Hermetic maxim “as above, so 
below.” Man is a solar system in mini- 
ature (as atomic science is now proving). 
By a mysterious law, whatever the diso- 
nance of the heavenly chords is at a par- 
ticular moment, that same dissonance is 
established in the person then born. This 
is because these “vibrations” condition or 
attune the mysterious vital force as it in- 
flows with the first breath, setting up 
“lines of force” akin to those lines of 
magnetic force appearing at the poles of 
a magnet. 

Although medical science is concerned 
at every moment with the actions of this 
vital force (without it no drug would act 
and no surgical operation heal), it is 
strange indeed that no one has ever scien- 
tifically studied this mysterious life en- 
ergy. In later articles I hope to show the 
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results of some special investigations into 
the operation of this energy (which is 
really a trinity), but meantime suffice it 
to say that Astrology provides the master 
key to its understanding. The horoscope 
is the blueprint which shows the particu- 
lar and peculiar organization of this life 
force in the individual. Just as a musical 
score reveals to the trained musician how 
the piece will sound, so the astrological 
chart reveals to the astro-diagnostician 
how a particular body will function. 

If you acquired, say, a modern hotel 
building and sought to know how it func- 
tioned, you could learn much by observ- 
ing it physically, tapping the walls, X-ray- 
ing the plumbing, analyzing the materials 
which went into the building—but if you 
obtained a blueprint of the building and 
its mechanisms you would obtain much 
more accurate knowledge in less time. 
And so it is that nature has furnished 
us with a blueprint of the forces that 
maintain the body. That is why the most 
important thing a doctor can do is to un- 
derstand his patient’s idiosyncrasies. Only 
one School of Medicine has realized the 
importance of this, the Homeopathic, for 
they avow, “Treat the patient who has the 
disease, not the disease the patient has.” 

Therefore, in searching for deeper in- 
sight into this problem of juvenile delin- 
quency let us look at the horoscope of 
some of these unfortunate teen-age mis- 
creants. 

First, take the case of one of the most 
notorious of recent delinquents—Heirens 
of Chicago—who at age 20 was found 
guilty of one of the most cruel and in- 
human crimes—the murder and dismem- 
berment of an innocent little girl snatched 
from sleep in her own home. His trial 
revealed a lurid train of continuing crime 
even while he was attending university. 
He was born in Chicago, November 15, 
1928, about 8.30 p.m. 

An inspection of the chart shows Pluto 
in Cancer in adverse aspect to the Moon 
(though in good aspect to the Sun, which 
probably saved him from execution) ; also 
Mars in Cancer in adverse aspect to the 
Sun and to Uranus. Uranus was also in 
a wide orb of adverse aspect to the Sun, 
and Pluto was afflicted by Saturn. 

The next case we study is that of How- 
ard Lang of Chicago, a murderer at age 
13. He was convicted last year but won 
a reversal in the Illinois Supreme Court, 
and as this is being written he is being 
re-tried. He attempted suicide in his cell 


March 22, 1949 in the early hours of the 
morning. He was found guilty of a pecul- 
iatly cold-blooded murder of his little 
playmate, Lonnie Fellick, age 7. Lang 
was born in Chicago, December 22, 1934 
between 2-3 a.m. As there was a pro- 
nounced sex aspect of the case—details 
of which were considered unfit for publi- 
cation—a Scorpio ascendant of about the 
3rd degree seems probable and would ac- 
cord with the direction of nadir conjoined 
to Saturn for his downfall. 

Here we again-find Pluto in Cancer in 
adverse aspect to the Sun, Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Saturn. The Sun is also apply- 
ing to a square of Mars in Libra, which 
alone tends to very impulsive actions of 
injustice, and to a poisoned-brained per- 
sonality because of the disfunction of the 
kidney. 

A third case is of another youthful 
murderer, Le Roy Hartmann, born Sep- 
tember 7, 1932, Chicago, time unknown, 
but probably about 4+ a.m. Again we find 
Pluto in Cancer, conjunct Mars, of posi- 
tion Saturn, square Uranus; the Sun sep- 
arating widely from a semi-square of 
Pluto, and the Moon near a adverse as- 
pect of Pluto also. 

For a fourth case I take one referred 
to me by a well known radio advisor—a 
girl of 15, utterly incorrigible and un- 
manageable, and guilty of serious sexual 
delinquency. Again we find Pluto in Can- 
cer, im conjunction with Mars, also m 
Cancer, in adverse aspect to both Sun and 
Moon, as well as in adverse aspect to 
Saturn, All efforts at discipline were un- 
availing and on emergence from institu- 
tional care she at once resumed her old 
immoral conduct, bringing great sorrow 
to her blameless parents. 

The fifth case is that of a little fellow 
of eight who was seriously anxious to 
kill his mother, frequently wanted to 
throw himself in front of trucks, and 
whose mind was eternally haunted by 
wild thoughts. He was treated in various 
ways unavailingly until therapy based on 
astrological concepts was instituted, and 
the last I heard of him he was going 
along much more normally. In this case 
we find Pluto in Cancer retrograde oppo- 
sition to the Sun, and parallel to Mercury. 

As case six I ill take a very wild and 
utterly uncontrollable young lady who be- 
came notorious in her environment for 
her wild escapades. Her father, a promi- 
nent professional man, was quite unable 
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fnally allowed to roam the streets, con- 
tinually getting into all kinds of trouble. 
Again we find Pluto in Cancer, retro- 
grade and in adverse aspect to both the 
Sun and the Moon. 

A seventh case is that of a girl of good 
breeding and education who had to be 
placed in charge of a prominent psychia- 
trist because she persisted in carrying out 
the most violent of exercises and subject- 
ing herself to the severest ascetic re- 
straints. Here it is noteworthy that while 
Pluto is again in Cancer and afflicted by 
the violent opposition of Mars, there is 
no affliction to the Sun or to the Moon 
and so no moral problem. 

Case No. 8 is that of a well educated 
young man of fairly good family and en- 
vironment. He had to be confined in an 
institution, had a lurid army record, beset 
by wild, turbulent, uncontrollable impulses 
and much sex experimentation. His fine 
parents were thoroughly distraught over 
this inexplicable phenomena. Again we 
find Pluto in Cancer in adverse aspect to 
the Sun ayd Moon. 

Examination of these and numerous 
other charts not here recorded conclu- 
sively points to the astrological factor of 
Pluto in the sign Cancer in adverse as- 
pect to the Sun, Moon or Mercury. Mars 
in either Cancer or in Capricorn compli- 
cates and intensifies the picture. This as- 
trological signature evidently spells de- 
structive emotional intensification, sexual 
simulation and extreme _ irrascibility. 
Why? We need to know the psycho- 
physiological mechanism of this influence. 

It is precisely here that we need a 
deeper knowledge of Astrology than is 
afforded us by the textbooks. This influ- 
ence obviously acts both mentally and 
physiologically. Logic suggests that such 
an influence must largely be centered in 
the endocrine glands. Of the glands in- 


volved, the gonads (sex glands) and the 
pituitary seem to be the most probable 
channels for the precipitation of this 
force. 

But when we seek knowledge of the 
rulership of such glands in the usucl 
astrological texts we are confused by the 
contradictory assertions of various au- 
thors. One writer, for example, in his 
book, on page 15, says, “The Sun relates 
to the pituitary, . . . especially the poste- 
rior lobe.” A few pages further on (19) 
the same writer asserts “Saturn relates 
to the pituitary, especially the anterior 
lobe.” Dr. Cornell in his Encyclopedia of 
Medical Astrology says (644), “Uranus 
in Aries especially affects this gland.” A 
prominent occult lecturer told me that he 
found that the Sun in Aries governed the 
anterior lobe of the pituitary, while the 
Moon in Aries governed the posterior 
lobe, but when asked for cases, could pro- 
duce none. Another writer hazarded the 
guess that the dragon’s head and tail gov- 
ern the two lobes of the pituitary. All of 
this is most unfortunate. It is obviously 
theoretical speculation. They cannot all be 
right, so most of them are wrong and 
such ill-considered statements do not help 
the cause of Astrology, for we assuredly 
need scientific methods. ® 

Let us start with the hypothesis that 
Capricorn rules the pituitary gland. That 
would be logical, for Capricorn is the 
great sign of mastery—its natives always 
strive for mastery in some situation. That 
is why if is at once the sign (on the good 
side) of great spiritual leaders, and on 
the evil side the sign of demonaic men. 
Note how the goat (Capricorn) strives 
for the mountain top. Hitler had Moon 
conjoined with Jupiter in Capricorn and 
though untutored in statecraft or war yet 
achieved about the greatest mastery any 
man ever achieved until he finally failed, 
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due to his fateful 10th house Saturn. 
Note how Mars in Capricorn people like 
to climb high places, frequently become 
mountain climbers as a hobby. It is this 
same “control” aim which enables so 
many Capricornians to become executives 
and heads of concerns. The typical power- 
wielding politician is a Capricornian. Al 
Capone had Sun in Capricorn in the 12th 
house, enabling him to attain mastery 
of the underworld. Incidentally, he had 
Mars in Cancer in adverse aspect to both 
Sun and Moon. 

It is logical to assume therefore that 
the physiological influence of Capricorn 
will be to dominate the body and certain 
it is that the pituitary has the most pro- 
found influence over the whole of the 
body. It is known as the master-gland. 
It is well known that all opposite signs 
have a reciprocal influence on each other. 
Therefore, the tenancy of Cancer becomes 
as significant as the tenancy of Capri- 
corn. The allocation of these two signs 
to the anterior (front) and_ posterior 
(back) lobes of the gland would perfectly 
explain the above cases. 

The sex glands do not come under 
Scorpio as popularly supposed. The basic 
influence of the sign Cancer is “contain- 
ingness,” “protectiveness,” “enclosing- 
ness.” That is why this sign “rules” such 
diverse things as the home, a mine, a 
stomach, a hottle—they are all “contain- 
ers.” Now the gonads are the containers 
of the life seeds. It is evidently for this 
reason that the ancients regarded the sign 
Cancer as the doorway into life for it 
is an occultly ascertained fact that the 
“permanent atom” which anchors the soul 
is first placed in the head of one of the 
sperm cells of the father-to-be. 

We see further evidence of this Capri- 
corn-Cancer rulership of the pituitary 
— gonads in the established physiolog- 
ical relationship manifest in the phenom- 
ena of menstruation where there is a kind 
of “stop-and-go” — inter-relationship 
brought about by the inter-action of the 
hormones of the pituitary and those of 
the ovaries. We see a further evidence 
of this inter-relationship between Capri- 
corn and Cancer in the giving of pituitrin 
in the inadequate phase of labor in child- 
birth, for this hormone of the pituitary 


brings about very forceful constriction of 
the uterus which, in the pregnant state, is 
a container, and so under the dominion 
of the sign Cancer. Again the peristaltic 
action of the gastro-intestinal tract is pro- 


foundly affected by the pituitary secre 
tions. 

It will readily be seen therefore that 
Pluto (which acts like a double-stre 
Mars) when working destructively and 
intensively, as it does when in adverse 
aspect to the Sun and/or the Moon, tre. 
mendously overstimulates the sex hor. 
mones. In boys it is prone to overstimy- 
late the sex function and develop a pre. 
cocious interest in and experimentation 
with sex, In girls it brings about a pre. 
mature sexual development with uncon- 
trollable urges. . 

Beside§ this physical-sexual side, the 
effect on the emotional life is tremendous, 
giving a morbidly intense imagination, 
marked anger, much perversity and con- 
trariness, and an ungovernable temper 
which causes the native to fly into a rage, 
commit a crime, and even murder with- 
out fear of punishment, for their emo- 
tions swamp their reason and logic. 

There is a further factor which em- 
phasizes that this condition is not wholly 
a mental one. Cancer, ruling that great 
container, the stomach, when tenanted by 
a virulent Pluto, brings about an intense 
irritation of the gastric mucosa, or stom 
ach lining, causing a sudden outflow of 
a strong concentration of hydrochloric 
acid. I observe that in early youth these 
individuals get lightning-like stomach 
pains (which they seldom bother about 
and which are thus very easily overlooked 
in diagnosis), This excess of hydrochloric 
acid tends to leech the calcium from the 
system and so with the associated low 
blood calcium there is a greater suscepti 
bility to spasm and nervous irritability. 
This is further confirmed by @ notably 
early tendency to cavitation of the teeth 

—yet how many dentists would link the 
necessity for fillings with a stomach con- 
dition ? 

Of course, this does not mean that 
every individual born with Pluto in Can- 
cer will be so troubled, but whenever 
they are born on the particular dates im 
the year when the Sun or the Moon are 
in adverse aspect to Pluto, thus  short- 
circuiting its tremendous energies into the 
body, we will find the disturbances enun- 
erated.

SECOND OF A SERIES OF TEN ARTICLES BY THE MAN WHO 
_ TOLD THE BRITISH WHAT THE GERMAN ASTROLOGERS 
WERE GOING TO TELL HITLER 


T were is something, perhaps, rather 
amusing about the fact that quite a num- 
ber of high-up officials of various depart- 
ments had to put their heads together to 
find a suitable niche in which an as- 
trologer could go to work on His Ma- 
jesty’s Service. He just did not fit in 
anywhere, of course. But the fact that I 
had been living in Germany for thirty 
years and thus knew a good deal about 
German psychology led to an excellent 
solution. It was called The Psychological 
Research Bureau and it opened its office 
at the Grosvenor House in Park Lane, 
one of London’s most fashionable hotels. 
Later I was commissioned in the British 
army, with the rank of Captain. My task 
was officially that of a One-Man-Psycho- 
logical-Warfare-Department. It was by 
no means a “cover”: it worked and it 
worked hard. But the pamphlets I wrote, 
the “essays on the psychology of the lead- 
ing men of the Third Reich,” the reports 
about the potential reaction of this sec- 
tion or that of the German population to 
this or that measure planned are of no 
interest here. I spent considerably more 
than an eight hours day on the “unof- 
ficial” side of my work to check up on 
what Hitler was likely to be told by his 
astrological adviser. The first thing I 
found out when I started work was that 
really nothing was impossible. If, for in- 
stance, I wanted the birth data of a Ger- 
man general or admiral, I had them within 
half an hour. I worked out short solar 
equations about every one of them, the 
kind of thing Hitler would have in his 
private files so as to see what sort of 
character the man was and for what kind 
of task he was suitable. I soon saw the 
fundamental differences in the character 
of the various military types. The two 
outstanding differences are those between 
the man of action and the man of system. 
The man of action is the type for the 
Commander-in-Chief in the field. His 
most important character traits must be 
courage, stamina, resourcefulness and a 


good deal of inflexibility. The word 
“toughness” implies all of this in an ad- 
mirable way. The man of system is the 
type for the Chief-of-Staff. What he re- 
quires most is intelligence and the faculty 
to organize, and historical knowledge. 
There is no battle that has not been 
fought in the past more than once and 
the technical progress of the arms used 
can invariably be expressed in terms of 
“sword” and “armour” or “attack” and 
“defence.” 

It is obvious to the astrological stu- 
dent that the Sun signs Aries, Scorpio 
and Sagittarius, but also Taurus and cer- 
tain degrees of Libra and Leo, are fa- 
vourable for the first type and the Mer- 
curial signs, Gemini and Virgo, for the 
second. As the character traits of gen- 
erals are usually known psychologically to 
those who put them into power, we have 
here a natural selection. And this natural 
selection renders a fine proof for astro- 
logical truth. Hitler’s §Commanders-in- 
Chief: von Brauchitsch — Libra, von 
Rundstedt—Sagittarius, von List—Tayr- 
us, Rommel—Scorpio. Hitler's Chiefs of 
Staff: first, Keitel—Virgo, then Zeizler— 
Gemini. On the British side: Command- 
ers-in-Chief Lord Wavell—Taurus, Lord 
Alexander—Sagittarius, Lord Montgom- 
ery—Scorpio. About the worst possible 
mistake is to exchange one type for the 
other. The French committed it when 
they made General Gamelin—Virgo Com- 
mander-in-Chief. As Chief-of-Staff an 
excellent man, he was a complete failure 
as a leader in the field. When after the 
war he published his memoirs, he called 
his book “Servir’—to serve—the very 
keyword of Virgo. The business of the 
Commander-in-Chief is to lead. That 
leadership is ultimately also service is 
here not the point. 

My obvious handicap was the more of 
less complete lack of birth hours. I had 
to use solar equations all the time. This 
made finer progression-work practically 


an impossibility. But we know that pro 
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gressions are “put into action” by the 
major transits and they became the key- 
stone of my work. In any case Hitler’s 
adviser was bound to come up against 
that handicap, too. Besides, both he and 
I had a good deal of factual knowledge 
to make up for it. It was not necessary 
for us to start our work from scratch. 
We did not have to decide whether a man 
born on January 7, 1883 should go in 
for a career as an engineer or actor or 
surgeon. We knew that he was an ad- 
miral (Sir Andrew Cunningham) and 
commander in the Mediterranean. But 
this factual knowledge could deceive, at 
times. Thus, for instance, I did not be- 
lieve for one moment that Singapore 
could fall, because I knew that Admiral 
Sir Geoffrey Layton was in command 
there, whose aspects within the near and 
even not so near future were excellent. 
But suddenly the War Cabinet decided 
to call him off and give him another very 
important post, indlading the defence of 
Ceylon, A few weeks later, under ill- 
starred Commanders (General Percival 
and Admiral Sir Tom Phillips), Singa- 
pore fell. ... 

This story may serve also to contra- 
dict the widespread rumors that there 
was a continuous overall use of astrology 
by the part of the British, that “the 
shadow of an astrologer loomed behind 
the actions of the War Cabinet,” and 
similar nonsense. Astrological warfare 
did play its part on both sides of this 
war and I hope the British were not 
served too badly. But nothing could harm 
astrology more than such exaggerations. 
The main reason for working out the 
solar equations of my long list of Ger- 
man high-ranking officers, from “General- 
major” (Brigadier) via “General,” “Gen- 
eralleutnant,” “Generaloberst” to “Gen- 
eralfeldmarschall” was not of a purely 
psychological nature. It was clear that 
Hitler chose his generals not only accord- 
ing to their character traits but also from 
the point of view of whether they were 
“lucky.” In this he felt as one with his 
idol, King Frederick the Great, who had 
coined the memorable sentence: “I de- 
mand that my generals have good for- 
tune” (“Ich verlange von meinen Gen- 
erals, dass sie Fortune haben” was the 
actual phrase in Frederick’s incomparable 
mixture of German and French). But 
Hitler went further than Frederick. He 
did not simply demand that they had 


good fortune, he made sure of it, by 
chogsing them, whenever possible, at a 
time when they had good major transit 
aspects ahead of them. An example is 
General von List, a very rough, out- 
spoken Bavarian, whom Hitler strongly 
disliked. Yet he was given command in 
the Yugoslav and Greek campaign in 
spring 1941, when Jupiter was nearing the 
third decanate of Taurus and thereby the 
conjunction with List’s Sun. In 1940 and 
1941 Hitler had the initiative in the war. 
All we could do was to ward him off. 
But it was of advantage for us to know 
where an attack was imminent and that 
could be foreseen, apart from other indi- 
cations, from the appointment of a Com- 
mander with a good major transit in 
front of him. 

But the main question, even after the 
Battle of Britain, was: “When will Hit- 
ler invade us?” The time of the mass 
day-raids had ended; I had seen some- 
thing of it in London, including the un- 
forgettable sight of a lone Spitfire sail- 
ing straight into a squadron of nine 
heavy Heinkel bombers, shooting one 
down and emerging triumphantly on the 
other side. I saw it from a square in 
Maidavale, together with a couple of hun- 
dred Londoners, yelling their heads off 
as if it were a football match. In the 
afternoon of that same day I was in 
Piccadilly Circus when a British pilot 
came down on us, dangling from a para- 
chute. Everybody cheered him, but our 
cheering suddenly turned into a roar of 
laughter. For the man was swearing at 
the top of his voice. Never have I heard 
such wealth of invective, such powers of 
vituperation. The reason? Why, he had 
lost his Hurricane and he didn't know 
when he was going to get another. They 
were scarce in those days. 

These times were over. Goering had 
settled down to night-raiding, which was 
sometimes not exactly funny. As a rule 
we knew about half an hour after the 
sirens went, whether it was a big night 
or just the usual thing. The usual thing 
was a raid of about 150 to 250 planes. 
Big night meant between 400 and 500; 
the droning in the air was continuous and 
if you were out you didn’t need a torch 
to find your way home in the blackout. 
The fires did the trick. 

It was clear that these night-raids. were 
supposed to soften up the population for 
the main event, the “Operation Seeloewe” 
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(operation sea-lion), the invasion of the 
British Isles. When was it due? I was 
asked to report about that again and 
again. I was told about the assemble- 
ments of ships, barges, anything that 
could float. Yet all I could say was that 
no astrologer worthy of the name could 
possibly encourage Hitler to start on a 
huge, risky venture like this under Saturn 
square Saturn and Jupiter square Saturn 
in October 40; that November gave a 
possible spell and December, too, 
with Jupiter trine Jupiter, Jupiter trine 
Moon and Saturn trine Jupiter succes- 
sively, especially as Hitler’s radical Jupi- 
ter and Moon were in the 3rd, the house 
of “short journeys” and “relatives”; as- 
trologically, this might induce him to “go 
on a short journey to see a relative,” the 
British cousin. The bitter humour of the 
short and poignant astrological sentence 
would appeal to him. I shall never forget 
how an enraged Nazi once stormed at 
me: “How dare you say that Fuehrer 
has not got a sense of humour! He’s got 
more than sense of humour, he’s got sar- 
casm!”” And how furious he was when 
that made me laugh. 

November - December seemed danger- 
ous, especially as it went on right through 
January and up to about the middle of 
February ; for in January ’41 both Saturn 
and Jupiter became “direct” and_ that 
multiplies the force of an aspect. If I 
press your arm for half a minute, it won’t 
do you much harm; but if I keep up the 
pressure for half an hour in succession, 
it will cause considerable pain. It is im- 
portant to watch out for stationary major 
planets in political and military astrology. 
They give big possibilities and grave 
dangers. I pointed that out very strong- 
ly to my superiors, when it was favour- 
able for us: El Alamein was fought 
when Jupiter was stationary in trine to 
General Montgomery’s Sun . . . 25 de- 
grees Cancer to 25 degrees Scorpio. But 
now Hitler was aided by it. There was, 
however, one factor that hampered the 
use of this good period for the “opera- 
tion sealion” and that was the weather. 
To undertake a combined air-sea-land 
operation against Britain between No- 
vember and the middle of February was 
the nearest thing to folly. Yet from the 
middle of February the good aspects 
would fade out. In March Jupiter would 
be square Hitler’s radical Saturn again, 
and the fact that the same planet went 


over Mars and Venus was more than 
counterbalanced by Saturn forming the 
square to its radical position in the 10th, 
the crux of his entire chart. Thus, No- 
vember to mid-February was good astro- 
logically, but hampered by weather condi- 
tions. And from then on the aspects were 
bad. The first aspect, really favouring a 
combined operation that I could find was 
the transit of Jupiter over radical Nep- 
tune in the first degrees of Gemini. Nep- 
tune was in the 8th, here “the possessions 
of the enemy,” the 7th house being the 
house of public enemies. It was in an 
airy sign. It was related to shipping. It 
was IT. I reported accordingly that “the 
first really good opportunity for the in- 
vasion of an island came only in the last 
part of May 1941,” and that however 
much Hitler would want to bring im 
vasion about before then, he would not 
be able to do so. My report met with 
much headshaking. It was pointed out to 
me that his preparations were vast. | 
stuck to my guns. Yes, he might hope for 
a spell of good weather within the fa- 
vourable period. Whether that was pos- 
sible was a matter for the meteorologists 
to decide, not for me. Purely astrological- 
ly he could count on luck for a major 
enterprise only between November and 
mid-February—not before and not after- 
wards—until to the last 10 days of May. 
A well known British astrologer wrote 
a letter at that time to “the Commander 
in Chief Home Forces” suggesting that 
it would be a good thing to check up on 
the advice Hitler got from his astrologer, 
and warning that Hitler would be ad- 
vised to invade Britain in March. I was 
told about it and the gentleman received 
a few days later a letter from the War 
Office (to which I was not attached, as 
various papers falsely reported) thanking 
him for his trouble and asking him how 
he could come to the prediction “in- 
vasion in March,” considering that Hit- 
ler’s chart for the.time showed Jupiter 
and Saturn in square to the radical Sa- 
turn, that there was no favourable pro- 
gressive direction, etc., etc. Would he be 
kind enough to give his technical rea- 
sons. . The letter was signed by a 
high-ranking officer, who was presumably 
rather amused yriting it. I shall regret 
to my dying day that I was not present 
when the astrologer received it. He an- 
swered at length . . . the gist of it was

Globe-Trotting Round the Horoscope 


Part I 
A WIDE CONJUNCTION 


Ove of the chief handicaps the mod- 
em astrological student has to contend 
with is, paradoxically enough, the extent 
of the facilities now at his disposal for 
the setting-up of horoscopes. In recent 
years the publication of the American 
Astrology Tables of Houses and Ephe- 
merides has marked a big step forward 
not only in the simplification of the astro- 
nomical side of horoscopy but also in its 
accuracy, and while such aids to calcula- 
tion are more than welcome in research 
and precision work, they make astrolog- 
ical mathematics so easy for the ordinary 
student that the fundamental structure of 
the horoscope is apt to be lost sight of, 
resulting in an imperfect grasp of the 
problems associated with house position 
and directions of or on to the angular 
cusps. : 

Although in ancient times our astro- 
logical forebears lacked our time-saving 
methods and accurate ephemerides, the 
fact that they had to make their own as- 
tronomical observations gave them a clear 
understanding of the spherical nature of 
the horoscope. From their own practical 
experience they knew that if a horoscope 
is to be a true representation of the 
heavens at any particular moment, it 
must be visualized as a globe, divided 
into two equal parts by the visible great 
circle of the horizon, and then into the 
four quadrants by the invisible great 
circle of the meridian, the zodiacal signs 
lying obliquely athwart the heavens and 
encircling the entire mundane scheme of 
houses, 

To those old-time astrologers risings 
and settings were something more than 
the mere appearance of zodiacal degrees 
on the cusps of the Ist and 7th houses. 
In northern latitudes they knew from di- 
rect observation that when the signs Sag- 
ittarius and Capricornus crossed the 
horizon they appeared in the southeast 
and disappeared in the southwest, their 
opposite numbers Gemini and Cancer 
ascending in the northeast and descend- 
ing in the northwest, despite the fact that 
on a flat circular chart all ascendants are 
shown for convenience on the eastern 
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edge and all descendants on the western 
edge of the line of the horizon. 

The differences in the positions of the 
ascending degrees along the semi-circle 
of the eastern horizon are due to the 
variations in their declinations, the only 
degrees rising due east being those on the 
celestial equator or equinoctial, namely 0° 
Aries and 0° Libra, all others appearing 
to the north or south of the eastern point 
according to their declinations, while all 
degrees or celestial bodies having the 
same declination rise in the same place on 
the horizon (although at different times ). 

Conversely, if two planets are in the 
same zodiacal degree but have different 
declinations they will not rise at the same 
point nor at the same time. One will rise 
before the other and set after it, and 
(unless they are in O° Cancer or 0° Cap 
ricorn) they will not cross the meridian 
at the same time, Nevertheless, despite 
these facts, their places can only be 
shown on an ordinary horoscope form as 
if they were together on one and the 
same spot, because positions in astrolog- 
ical charts are given in zodiacal terms 
only, as if everything were projected 
onto the plane of the ecliptic, a conven- 
tion imposed by the use of a two-dimen- 
sional medium such as a flat piece of 
paper. Strictly speaking, a horoscope 
should be drawn on a globe if it is to be 
a true picture of the relationship between 
the earth and the heavens, but although 
this is not a difficult proposition, it can- 
not well be applied in the majority of 
cases (imagine a bank of filing cabinets 
containing thousands of small globes!) 
and so students must perforce continue 
to use diagrams in the flat—a commend- 
able course only if the sphericity of the 
horoscope is kept in mind. 

An examination of an actual example 
will not only throw into relief some of 
the difficulties that arise but will help in 
the visualization of the horoscopic sphere. 
The American Astrology Ephemeris for 
1949 gives a particularly suitable case in 
the conjunction between the Moon and 
Mercury which occurs on January 29th 
at 3:22 p.m., E.S.T., for the two bodies 
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Body Long. 
Moon 
Mercury .... 17° 53’ Aquarius 
are a long way apart in declination and 
latitude, as will be seen from the above 
positional data : 

These elements have been calculated 
from the American Astrology E phemeris, 
and an illustration of the methods em- 
ployed will form the subject of a later 
article. In the meantime, an inspection 
reveals that although the zodiacal con- 
junction is apparently exact (as it would 
appear in the ordinary horoscope) the 
two bodies are no less than 7° 36’ apart 
in latitude and 7° 15’ apart in declination. 
In the language of the old-time astrol- 
ogers the conjunction is a “platic’” one, 
and not “partile’ as it would be if the 
Moon and Mercury both had the same 
latitude as well as longitude (in which 
case the declinations and right ascensions 
would also be alike). 

The sidereal time has been given for 
the convenience of students who are 
more accustomed to its use than to the 
use of right ascension, but as every as- 
trologer should know, it is simply right 
ascension expressed in time, both being 
measured around the equatorial circle 
from 0° Aries, one of the points at which 
the ecliptic intersects the equator. 

At the time of the conjunction 17° 53’ 
Aquarius would be on the meridian in 
some part of the world, the geographic 
longtitude of which can be found readily 
enough by obtaining the corresponding 
sidereal time from the American Astrol- 
ogy Tables of Houses (21h.21m.18s.) 
and relating it to the sidereal time of the 
M.C. at 75° West Geographic Longtitude 
for which the American Astrology E phe- 
meris for 1949 has been computed, as 
below : 

The difference is equivalent to 38° 
55’,® and as the sidereal time correspond- 
ing to 17° 53’ Aquarius is less than that 
on the meridian at 75° West Geographic

Longtitude, it must be even further west, 
namely, 75° OO’ plus 38° 55’, or 113° 55’’ 
the line of the meridian running through 
(approximately ) Edmonton and Calgary 
in Alberta, Prescott (Arizona) and the 
Californian Peninsula, to lose itself in 
the Pacific Ocean, 

On the other side of the world, in 66° 
05’ East Geographic Longitude, 15° 53 
Aquarius would be on the cusp of the 
4th house, or lower meridian, on a line 
passing through (approximately) Tyw 
men in Siberia, Maimana and Kandahar 
in Afghanistan, and Nushki in Baluchi- 
stan, thence across the Indian Ocean, 

The observant will have noticed that 
the sidereal time corresponding to 17° 53 
Aquarius is not only different from that 
marking the position of the Moon but 
also from that of Mercury, amounting to 
6m.12s, in the one case’ and 3m. 34s. in 
the other, This means that although both 
bodies are on the zodiacal line of 17° 53° 
Aquarius, neither of them is on the M.C. 
when 17° 53’ Aquarius is there, Mer- 
cury having passed the meridian 3m. 34s. 
earlier, while 6m.12s. must elapse before 
the Moon gets there (neglecting her own 
motion through the signs in the interval), 
Expressed in terms of right ascension, 
Mercury is 0° 531%’ to the west of the 
midheaven and the Moon 1° 33’ to the 
east of it, or in terms of longititude Mer- 
cury crosses the M.C. with 16° 5% 
Aquarius and the Moon with 19° 27’, 

The importance of these differences 
does not so much lie in the psychological 
interpretation of a horoscope as in its 
progressions. At the rate of one degree 
to the year, the direction M.C. prog. con- 
junct Mercury (mund.) will occur ap 
proximately 2% years before the direc- 
tion M.C. prog. conjunct Moon (mund.), 
the corresponding zodiacal directions to 
both of them occurring simultaneously

COMPETITION 


San Francisco, Calif. 

At the risk of straining your patience 
to the breaking point, here I am again. 

Due to the length of my second 
letter to vou, | had to omit a point 
that I would like to make now; tt 1s 
in reference to your mention of the 
hardships (“if one may call them that” ) 
encountered on the competitive road 
of life in capitalistic economy. 

It was Santayana, | believe, who 
said that men often declare allegiance 
to an idea while scorning its uses. 

The efforts to clude the competition 
are many and age-old; tariffs, inter- 
state commerce regulations, and the 
habits and practices of men to use per- 
sonal means—such as dinners, enter- 
tainment, or mutual lodge brothers to 
swing a contract or business deal—all 
show that business men, in general, 
will not submit to competition if it 
can be avoided. Their actions speak 
very much louder than their words. 

However, business men are not alone 
in their scorn of the uses of the com 
petitive idea; look where you will, and 
you will find the same effort to cvade 
the competition — the competition we 
are supposed to accept and to value as 
a good part of our way of life 

Among people who have the means 
to educate their children to the fullesi 
possible extent—it is done; that alone 
gives them a pronounced advantage— 
for among the masses we hit the road 
—ready or not. Even with the gift of 
education and the assistance—among 
people of any financial importance at 
all (the professions )— influence is used 
to get the young fledgling in a right 
Spot to begin his career. I do uot ob- 
ject to this—on the contrary, | think 
it is a definite mark of decency. But it 
isa strong bit of evidence of our scorn 
of the uses of competition. By taking 
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advantage of the chance to evade com- 
petition, and by helping others to evade 
it, our so-called allegiance to competi 
tive capitalism is punctured past re- 
pair. 

Leaving the upper groups (where 
we found not one instance of actual 
allegiance) and coming to the lower 
brackets, we find the same willingness 
to evade competition, and the same 
practice of evasion for one’s self and 
others. Ilorking people pass on in- 
formation of job-openings, and do it 
as naturally as they breathe: they do 
not say, “Go stand in line, take your 
chance with the rest.” If there is a 
way to beat competition, they always 
and without fail, do so. 

If the business man, being solicited 
for a job, can say, “Take this card to 
Mr. WWhosit—maybe he can do some- 
thing for you,” he does so—quite 
naturally. I have personally been on 
both ends of this evasion. I have ac 
cepted and I have given others the 
chance to evade. Do you know any one 
who has not? . 

Surprising as it may seem, all of us 
in all strata of society insist upon be- 
ing human in the face of the most de- 
humanizing system ever known. One 
would have to look among human 
monsters to find a character who lived 
and practiced his allegiance to capital- 
istic competition; I’m happy to say 
that I’ve never met one-—have you? 

It is very strange to find men who 
vehemently uphold capitalism by words 

vet refuse to abide by their own de- 
cision! It also seems, to me at least, 
that society is paying a terrific penalty 
for the lack of harmony between word 
and action; no one wants competition 
for himself, his family, his friends, or 
even for stray strangers whom he can 
help to evade it. Yet, the declaration 
of allegiance is broadcast to the world. 
Surely, this is man at his most mys- 
terious depth! ; 
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Charity is big business now—the 
State is in it with both feet; all of this 
intense activity is brought about be- 
cause it is inevitable that there is a vast 
amount of losers under the capital- 
istic competition; many are doomed at 
birth. But even before the entry of 
State into charity dispensing, there 
were the great private organizations 
trying to cope with the growing needs. 

I do not think it makes sense to up- 
hold a force which creates human dis- 
tress—then seek to alleviate that dis- 
tress; rationality demands that we 
either stop creating the distress—or 
stop being concerned over it. 

It is very clear that we will not stop 
trying to make up for our own folly; 
charity is here to stay—charity on the 
grand (State) scale, this is. 

But there is a point of justice in- 
volved here; in time it will doubtless 
give us the same painfully aware con- 
science that we now have over the vic- 
tims of capitalism. In the essence of 
the problem—all charity can do for a 
man or woman is to feed, house and 
clothe him. That much we do for 
animals. 

Can charity (on however large a 
scale) make up for the loss of a fully 
developed self? 

For that matter, Mr. Clancy, neither 
can financial success compensate for a 
lack of development; there is a time, 
which is early youth, and a process, 
which is education, and a home life, 
which is the necessary background 
for development. And millions have 
none of these requisites to the full and 
complete self. 

If we have a spark of talent—it és 
commercialized at a ridiculously early 
age, and never receives training. With 
me, it was music; and it is very mis- 
Ieading to suggest that financial con- 
sideration (or security via charity) 
can ever pay me for the loss sustained. 
There is no coin so valuable. 

This is a simple statement of a sim- 
ple truth, and no attempt to dramatize 
myself, for it if because of the wide 
application of it to others that it be- 
comes worthy of statement. 

No, Mr. Clancy, I do not think that 
final success on a purely commercial, 
financial basis can ever atone for the 
undeveloped or half-developed _per- 
sons 


They have been systematically 
robbed of the most valuable part of 
themselves. I’m sorry to have tres- 
passed upon your time with this long 
letter; an excellent illustration that 
lack of training exists!

ANSWER: «“Competition” woulc 
seem to be rather fundamental in this 
best of all possible worlds. Certainly 
Mother Nature encourages competition, 
but she also encourages production. In 
fact, under natural conditions one is used 
to check and balance the other. 

Of course variqus methods are used 
to circumvent or overcome competition. 
That is competition in essence. Compara- 
ble to a ball game or any other sport, it 
is permissible to play as rough as you 
like with just one proviso—you must 
play the game according to the rules. 

If.we are to believe the “good book,” 
even God is in competition with the 
Devil and on the same authority, this 
is not what we would call a fair con- 
test because the cards are admittedly 
stacked in God’s favor. However, the rec- 
ords so far indicate that the Devil has 
never lacked customers and _ that’s all 
that’s necessary to keep him in business, 
which may explain why we never hear 
any complaints from that quarter. 

Furthermore, competition discourages 
monopoly and the formation of Trusts. 
The Anti-Trust division of Nature’s 
Commerce Department has been actively 
encouraging competition as an aid to 
progress ever since Adam and Eve lost 
their franchise in the Garden of Eden. 
There was a monopoly if there ever was 
one but apparently Mother Eve, at least, 
found life rather boring—no competition. 
So she started trading with the Devil 
and promptly got squeezed in the apple 
market.

In the current (March) issue of 
American Astrology there is an un 
signed article under the heading, Give 
and Take, which includes the state- 
ment, “Verily, the power of the human 
mind to deceive itself is great.” 

One must agree with that, as there 
is no other* way to account for the 
false phrase (also included in Give and 
Take), “ ‘Nothing for Nothing’ is still 
a natural law that has never been ve 
pealed and can never be broken” —a 
perfect illustration of “self deception.” 

However, the author of that article 
will not deceive his readers who insist 
upon thinking before accepting ideas; 
my thoughts revealed the falsity at 
once by bringing to my mind the great 
fortunes bestowed upon some infants 
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at birth. There are many less spec- 
tacular proofs that this (non-existent) 
law (!!) of Nature is only one of the 
self deceptions practised by the un- 
thinking people. 

The unknown writer of Give and 
Take exhibited his powers for self de- 
ception in other statements; at least, 
to my mind, itis the essence of futility 
to attempt a defense of any issue and 
leave without the slightest considcra- 
tion or even mention of the one point 
which constitutes the greatest weak- 
ness of that issue. 

Mr. “Give-and-Take” does just that, 
by a reversal of the issue; his defense 
of “free enterprise” was attempted by 
the method of attack upon other sys- 
tems—incidentally, systems that no one 
in his right mind would regard as 
either possible, or desirable. 

I have always heard that an expert 
lawyer can plead either side of a case 
with equal success; in law, that is not 
good—since the purpose is, or should 
be, to establish the guilt or the inno- 
cence of the defendant. 

But, in matters concerning eco- 
nomic systems, it is good to think from 
all sides and points of view. 

If I were to try to defend Capital- 
ism, I would concern myself wholly 
with its most serious weakness; I 
would waste no time in praising past 
performance — people cannot get by 
forever upon past achievements and 
neither can economic systems. A ser- 
vice man covered with medals of honor 
cannot flout the serious laws and get 
by unpunished any more than one who 
never had achieved military honors. I 
think that capitalism stands in the posi- 
tion of one who thinks that because he 
has done great things, he should, for- 
ever, be a law unto himself. 

My defense of Capitalism would, 
then, take up the issue of dealing with 
its weakness; every maw, woman and 
child dependent upon jobs knows what 
this weakness is—its inability to en- 
ploy all who must work. This Achilles’ 
heel of Capitalism is the cause of ail 
the shooting —literally, as well as 
figuratively speaking. I would, in my 
defense, find ideas that would cure 
this; rather, I should say 1 would 
search for the cure. I do not think 
that an acceptable one would be found. 
I do not believe that it would be pos- 


sible to find one that would leave busi- 
ness as free as it would like to be— 
but 1 can think of something to sug- 
gest (which is a lot more than advo- 
cates and supporters usually do—they 
evade the issue entirely). I can think, 
even think, of something that would 
not force them into the arms of a too 
powerful government. Why couldn't 
they create their own general fund— 
in custody of their own appointed com- 
mittees for the purpose of subsidizing 
such firms as run into foul business 
weather, and enable them to stay in 
business without laying off the help? 
Of course, the faults in this suggestion 
were clearly shown before I had it 
down on paper; one, and a big reason, 
is that few business men will want 
to subsidize their competitors ; another 
fault is that if a major depression 
were to develop (such as is threatened 
at the present time) even large funds 
would soon be exhausted. In short, a 
controlled business, thru controlled 
markets would lead to controlled wages 
and controlled prices. Such restrie- 
tions would make a stagnant state of 
affairs. 

All I meant is that one can at least 
think of these serious afflictions of 
Capitalism, and try to find an answer, 
even when one, myself for instance, 
is not a supporter of Capitalism. What 
must one think when even Capitalism’s 
own believers ignore the issue as tho 
it did not exist. 

Yet this inability to create equilib- 
rium in the extremely important fields 


of production and distribution is not 


a complex thing; it is the very simplet 
part of Capitalism—easy to see,a fault 
that everyone is familiar with. Every 
business man, be he saint or devil, 
must be ruled by his ledger; he has no 
choice but to cut down his staff when 
business drops off. He can run in the 
red for a while, but if there is no up- 
ward trend it is only a matter of time 
when he will be a man looking for i 
vestment (if he gets out in time) ora 
man looking for a job in an_ over- 
crowded labor market (if he does not 
get out in time). 

It seems to me that it is not too 
much to expect that Editors demand 
serious treatment of serious issues im 
the material they accept for publica- 
tion, 
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It is neither fair, nor true, to imply 
that we have no alternative but Capi- 
talism or dictatorship; it was the ur- 
gent needs of “free enterprise” with 
all of its irresponsibility that called for 
government aid to rescue it from its 
own folly—and brought on the “Deals.” 

Mr. “Give-and-Take” asserts that 
free enterprise offers thrilling adven- 
ture, implying a joyous life; if he is 
above the need to join in this rat-race 
called making a living, I suggest that 
he use a little of this leisure in an 
attempt to find an adequate solution 
to the most serious problem of Capt- 
talism. 

He may safely take the word of the 
majority of the people that there is 
no thrill, no joy in poverty; it 1s not 
an adventure to watch while business 
falls off, knowing that the bounce will 
come any minute; it is definitely tragic 
to see your loved ones grow more 
harrassed, and your life fall apart. 

I do not suppose that Mr. “Give- 
and-Take” is sufficiently interested in 
this matter to honor me with an 
answer, but on the chance that he may 
care to do so, I ask that my letter be 
given to the person who wrote the 
article.

ANSWER: You are correct in your 
statement that I did not deal with the 
real weakness in the Capitalistic system 
altho I refuse to retreat from any of 
my positions apart from that. The real 
weakness of Capitalism was only touched 
on indirectly in my allusions to the use 
of gold (the monetary standard) as, in 
itself, an article of commerce. The weak- 
ness of Capitalism is “Interest.” This 
is literally trading in gold (or money). 
Whenever money is loaned at interest, 
at that point it ceases to be a medium of 
exchange. It becomes an article of com- 
merce and acquires a fictitious value out 
of all proportion in excess of the stan- 
dard (real) value of the property required 
to secure the loan. Yet the money so 
loaned goes back into the channels of 
trade not at this new security value but 
at its original standard value—result—the 
relative (market) value of the security 
is depreciated to a degree represented 
by the spread or discrepancy between 
its standard, and security (loan) value. 
The apparent (financial) vacuum here is 
filled by the Interest on the loan which is 


the difference between the standard (ex- 
change) and loan value of the cash in- 
volved. 

This is the fatal weakness in our eco- 
nomic system which eventually results in 
collapse, however long it may take It may 
require centuries to bring about the com- 
plete bankruptcy of a civilization but with 
that economic cancer (money lending) 
constantly eating away (depreciating) 
real values, the end is inevitable. It hap- 
pened in Rome, in Greece, Egypt, Baby- 
lonia. It has been the tragic fate of every 
civilization ever since a priest of Ur first 
conceived the idea of collecting two pieces 
of gold (or silver) for the commercjal 
use of one over a stated period of time. 

Our civilization reached the same old 
end, of the same old road, for the same 
old reason in 1929. Roosevelt’s departure 
from the Gold Standard in 1934 and ‘is 
subsequent wild flights into the economic 
stratosphere thru deficit financing of 
various kinds was nothing new. It ha 
all been done time and again thru the 
centuries. All this and that government 
meddling in business thru subsidies and 
what have you—nothing new—all tried 
before with the same result. This is 
merely one of the last steps on the read 
to stateism and Socialistice control of pro 
duction and trade which has always been 
the final step before the plunge to com- 
plete oblivion—the end of all enterprise, 
production and trade. A few centuries 
in the twilight zone of semi-civilization 
and superstition, then the seed of the next 
civilization—all that was left of the old 
—commences to sprout and Mankind goes 
thru it all again, never learnine the 
simple lesson that interest is the key ‘o 
the whole problem. 

The answer is not in socialism or state- 
ism in any form. Society must always and 
ever evolve thru the evolution of its in- 
dividual members. This is equally true 
of economic evolution. Therefore in ac 
cordance with Nature’s laws, free, inde- 
pendent, individual enterprise is the only 
practical way because it is the natural 
way. Anything that inhibits, limits or 
discourages individual production is un- 
natural and carries with it the seeds of 
its own destruction. This is one reason 


why Interest is economically destructive 
because it does not represent production. 
It isnot money earned; it is money paid 
for the use of money as a medium of ex- 
change. Avmoment’s thought reveals what 
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numeral asignments as decided upon 
by modern astrologers. My conviction 
is that the square operates much‘ more 
like Saturn and the opposition like the 


an utterly false set of values this estab- 
lishes—values that have no connection 
whatever with the real values upon which 
the economic structure is built.

The article entitled, As Ye Sow, by 
Doris Chase Doane in the April issue 
of American Astrology interested me. 
Upon reading this, it brought to mind 
a letter on the very same subject sub- 
mitted by me for publication by the 
American Federation of Astrologers, 
which appeared in the AFA Bulletin, 
Kolume 9, No. 12. 

If Miss Doane will consult this bul- 
letin she will find my version of this 
matter under the section entitled, 
“The Execsec Says.” It breaks the 
planetary assignment of the seven 
most important aspects down as fol- 
lows, according to purely mathematical 
and numerological considerations (not 
including Uranus, Neptune or Pluto): 

Conjunction — Solar — Unity—cor- 
responding to number 1—luminary, 
variable. 

Opposition—Lunar—% of 360°— 
corresponding to number 2—Ilumi- 
nary, variable. 

Trine—Jupiterian—1/3 of 360°— 
corresponding to number 3—benefic, 
strongly good. 

Square—Saturnian—%4 of 360°— 
corresponding to number 4—malefic, 
strongly bad. 

Sextile—Venusian—1 /6 of , 360°— 
corresponding to number 6 — mildly 
benefic, mildly good. 

Semi-square — Martian — 1/8 — of 
360°—corresponding to number 8— 
mildly malefic, mildly bad. 

Quintile—Mercurial —1/5 of 360° 
—corresponding to number 5—mildly 
benefic, mildly good. 

In referring to the various assign- 
ments, I think that Miss Doane has 
made several serious categorical er- 
rors. This holds in regard to her as- 
signments for the square, semi-square, 
Opposition, sesqui-square, inconjunct 
and parallel. She starts out well with 
trine and sextile and then proceeds to 
swerve from the very numerological 
factors which condition the planet- 
ashect interrelationship! This is pro- 
vidina she accepts the planet-aspect 
correlation along lines of the planet- 


Moon. In my own horoscope where 
there are four squares and two oppo- 
sitions involving the Sun, Moon, 
Venus, Uranus and Pluto, this afore- 
said assignment holds true.

OPPOSITION 
New York, N. Y. 

As an interested reader of Amer- 
ican Astrology, as well as being some- 
one who knows a little about the sub- 
ject, permit me to tell you that Doris 
Chase Doane’s pathetic mess of verbal 
diarrhea, an article titled As Ye Sow 
in the April issue, shocks me at its 
ineptitude and lack of perception con- 
cerning the meanings of aspects, and 
particularly because of what it says 
concerning the opposition. Frankly, 
I’m surprised that you would permit 
such unmitigated trash to be printed 
in a magazine that has become the 
standard national monthly on as- 
trology. 

Miss Doane lists the opposition as 
being the most discordant aspect and, 
in a shockingly sophomoric fashion, 
places it before the square. Now, as 
something of an authority on the op- 
position (I have no less ‘han seven in 
my own chart) permit me to correct 
for your bludgeoned readers the er- 
roneous impression that it is in any 
way adverse, for I] believe, and quite 
logically—as I will show—that the 
Opposition refines and draws the finest 
tone from the planets thus involved 
and is, in truth a benefic configura- 
tion!—with just a few exceptions. 

First of all, what is meant by the 
opposition? — Planets that face each 
other from opposite poles of the zo- 
diacal circle; the correspondence being 
opposite signs, Now I wish Miss 
Doane would be kind enough to show 
me any two opposite signs that are 
not related by element! And while she 
is at it, I wish Miss Doane would 
show me any twg signs in square that 
are related by phos It is obvious, 
then, that planets which oppose each 
other from air-fire or earth-water ac- 
tually complement cach other—-indeed, 
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even as man and woman, who are na- 
tural opposites, complement each other 
in union. Therefore, as I am in a pe- 
culiarly appropriate position to state, 
planets in opposition actually “marry” 
each other in the most harmonious 
sense of that word, since they fuse 
complementary elements (and how 
many lasting marriages are consum- 
mated between people of opposite sun 
signs!). Thus, the opposition, instead 
of being all the horrendous things 
Miss Doane has to say about it, is, in 
reality, related to the sextile, being a 
transmutation thereof, and is distinctly 
mental in manifestation, being often 
more effectively harmonious than the 
sextile itself—if taken advantage of 
by the individual possessing it. Why 
sextile?—because signs that comple- 
ment each other by element (sic: fire- 
air, carth-water) are in sextile and op- 
position in the normal zodiac. By this 
simple reasoning, the sextile also 
clearly relates to the opposition. 

Now, the first exception to the 
above is ‘his: an opposition does take 
on a slightly discordant hue when the 
planets happen to oppose each other 
from signs that are not complemen- 
tary by element (e.g., an opposition 
from Leo 2 to Capricorn 29, etc.) be- 
cause earth-fire, like pickles and ice 
cream, and Miss Doane and astrology, 
won't mix. By the same token, a 
square between two planets becomes 
less severe if the bodies form it from 
signs that are complementary by ele- 
ment (e. g., a square from Aries 1 to 
Gemini 29). The same rule applies in 
reverse to the good aspects, they being 
rendered less effective if incompatible 
by element. At any rate, even if as- 
suaged by communion of element such 
as this, the square .is still the square 
and it and its derivatives (semi-square, 
sesquiguadrate, etc.) are essentially the 
most binding (Saturn) and acutely 
discordant aspects a chart can show. 

A second exception to the above, 
concerning oppositions, deals with the 
natures of the planets that happen to 
be opposed; naturally, a Jupiter-Venus 
opposition from Aquarius to Leo is a 
far happier combination than a Moon- 
Mars or Saturn-Venus or Saturn-Sun 
Opposition from the same signs, even 
though the signs fuse by element, be- 
cause we know that Jupiter and Venus 
are complementary in nature—as plan- 


ets—while the Moon and Mars or 
Saturn and Venus or the Sun and 
Saturn are not—even when in trine 
usually bringing a certain quota of 
sorrow or violence into the life. Yet, 
though unfavorable through planetary 
relationship, a Saturn-Venus, Moon- 
Mars or Saturn-Sun opposition from 
Sagittarius to Gemini (fire to air) is 
more compatible than is a Saturn- 
Venus, Moon-Mars or Saturn-Sun op- 
position from, say, the end of Aqua- 
rius to the beginning of Virgo, signs 
normally in quincunx (air to carth) 

A third exception involves consid 
eration of the compatibility of signs 
and houses occupied by the planets in 
opposition, these being important 
qualifications. 

Accordingly, no one can lay down 
an arbitrary definition of the opposi 
tion, beyond the knowledge that (no 
matter what its sign, house or planet- 
to-planet relationship), it is essentially 
mental and harmonious, depending 
upon the three above factors. 1 wish 
Miss Doane (or anybody on your 
staff) would be good enough to tell 
me how, when in one breath she char 
acterizes the opposition as being “sepa 
rative,” she can then blandly state that 
it is of the nature of Saturn!?? Saturn 
is the crystallizer, the binder, the celes- 
tial cement, not the separater; separa- 
tion is the job of Uranus, the inspirer, 
the exalted unifier, who thus “inspires” 
(mentally) the bodies in opposition 
and, by opposing, complements. Ura- 
nus—being admittedly the higher oc- 
tave of Venus, lady of the sextile—is 
the minister of the planetary marriage. 

If Miss Doane, in order to increase 
her incipient astrological education, 
wants a good example of the mental 
power of the opposition, let her ex- 
amine the nativity of Noel Coward 
(London, Dec. 16, 1899, 10:15 a.m.) 
or, indeed, let her even examine mine 
(N.Y.C., Jan. 16, 1919, 3 p.m.) using 
the Campanus tables: of houses as 
given in Weymss, Vol. I, Regarding 
the latter chart, I’m sure Miss Doane, 
from what she has put on the record, 
will wonder how | stay alive—as well 
as how I manage to think at all, not- 
withstanding the fact that | am a 
writer and an artist who has enjoyed 
no small measure of success. 

For the sake of whatever percentage 
of your readers may have been ren- 
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dered fearful of their own natal oppo- 
sitions (or even the oppositions of 
slow-moving transiting planets) after 
reading Miss Doane’s infantile ver- 
bal meanderings, | urgently hope that 
you will publish this letter—and even 
my chart, if you think it will prove of 
any encouragement to the disheart- 
ened. You know how people are: if 
they think a thing, they sooner or 
later start to believe it, so why not im- 
prove their psychology? The exposure 
of the inquiring mind to Miss Doane’s 
remarks is G very dangerous thing. 
Who can her teacher be? Senator 
Claghorne ? 

Weymss classifies the opposition as 
“neutral” and Alan Leo calls it “op- 
posing or complementary,” doubtlessly 
referring to the kinds of oppositions 
that may occur, as set forth herein, as 
to signs, planets and houses. Actually, 
in the opinion of one who has lived 
with them all his life, the opposition is 
an aspect of culmination or fruition— 
even as the monthly opposition of the 
Sun and Moon brings a condition to a 
head that began some fourteen days 
before. Every opposition represents 


the fruition of a situation that began 
when those two same opposing bodies 
were last in conjunction. The greatest 
attribute conferred by a totally har- 


monious opposition (planet, sign, 
house, exactitude) is the genius of tre- 
mendous intuitional awareness of 
what is transpiring on all sides of a 
person every minute of the day. This 
only confirms Alan Leo’s further state- 
ment that the opposition indicates “the 
end of Karma,’ or a person in the 
highest state of evolvement through 
having lived many lives and experi- 
enced, one-by-one, all the other as- 
pects from the conjunction around to 
the quincunx and ending, at last, with 
the opposition itself—as the most dis- 
tant of contacts. 

I wonder whether Miss Doane re- 
alizes that some of her most brilliant, 
successful and emotionally stable men 
in history were born just before, dur- 
ing or just after the full of the moon, 
the most significant of all the op posi- 
tions. 

The chief harmonizing function of 
the opposition is a three-fold series of 
steps: (1) it “introduces” a situation 
or state of mind, (2) it “separates” the 
native from that situation or state of 


mind, and (3) it finally “unifies” the 
native with that situation or state of 
mind, the analogy being boy-meets- 
girl, loses girl, gets girl in marriage— 
and both are better for it in the end. 
The opposition implies, also, many 
dealings with others—in the first-to- 
seventh house sense of the aspect. It 
shows an extremely active life both 
of “self” (Aries) and “partnership” 
(Libra). People with more than ne or 
wo oppositions are, therefore, good 
mediators of disputes between others. 
The opposition (actually a “reward” 
for having discharged past Karma) 
causes inner integration, often through 
cathartic outer separation, especially if 
a man is being “separated” from a 
situation that is inimical to him. This 
is decidedly good. The opposition can 
have a separative effect upon incom- 
patible planets (e. g., Woodrow Wil- 
son, with Saturn-Sun) and a unifying 
effect upon compatible ones that is 
even stronger than the conjunction. In 
either case, however (and this must 
not be forgotten) the tendency is to 
attract and unify, even as male and 
female are first attracted, then unified. 
The opposition is definitely a hu- 
manitarian aspect (isn’t a “moderator” 
a humanitarian?) through its relation- 
ship with Uranus, that planet being, 
as above, the higher, more collective 
octave of Venus. People with many 
oppositions are nearly always Uranian 
in character (and, Miss Doane, they 
can be peacefully Uranian and not nec- 
essarily rabble-rousers). Such folks 
are always interested in improving the 
lot of collective man. The major op- 
position of Saturn and Uranus in 1919 
brought not only a “new" kind of 
peace (League of Nations) but has 
produced all the young, brave peace- 
seekers of today. As always, a Saturn- 
Uranus opposition fuses the old 
(Saturn) with the new (Uranus) in a 
harmonious manner through the me- 
dium of the signs and houses from 
which the opposition is formed, 
Reading Miss Doane, one hardly 
wonders why so many intelligent peo- 
ple will have nothing to do with astrol- 
ogy—— inaccuracy forever sows the 
seeds of doubt*and disbelief. Dogma 
breeds suspicion and distaste. Truly, 
astrologers have been their own worst 
enemies — especially the neophyte- 
astrologers who, observing a_ basic 
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truth or two, leap into print with the 
brisk authority of a dehydrated small 
town schoolmarm. Really, Mr. Clancy, 
your screeners ought to be more care- 
ful; sometimes pebbles fall into the 
apple sauce. 
In conclusion, the opposition de- 
notes the most selfless of human 
beings, the true servers of the world 
(because they've had all the rest of it 
in the past)—even as transmuted Ve- 
nusians should be! 
“Nineteen-Ninteener.” 


COMMENT: The opposition indi- 
cates a predisposition to become involved 
in tense situations that result from the 
natural human tendency to independent 
action. A person with a highly developed 
social consciousness is not likely to have 
much trouble with this aspect. On the 
contrary, such a person might ‘ind it 
helpful and might use it to great advan- 
tage, for while it creates social problems, 
it also provides the key to the solution 
of such problems, at least for those will- 
ing to recognize them as a challenge to 
their understanding. This is an aspect 
that above all others calls for perspective 
and tolerance. 

Those who are of a markedly individu- 
alistic or egotistic nature may be con- 
stantly in hot water with this aspect, 
constantly faced with obstacles and op- 
position to the attainment of personal! 
aims, always somebody “‘lousing up” 
their best laid plans. For such people this 
is indeed “a cruel world.” It never oc- 
curs to them that this so “ornery indi- 
vidual” who opposes them might have 
something to contribute to the general 
scheme. Cooperation may not be possible 
but collaboration may be—in fact, it may 
be necessary. It is quite possible to get 
along in this world and with people to a 
constructive end when we realize. the dis- 
tinction between inter-dependence and in- 
dependence. To such it was said, “Be in 
the world but not of the world.”

al' professions there are those you 
may call fakes. Others, to the best of 
their ability or as they think or be 
lieve, are doing their darndest to be 
right. 

I went to three medical men (sup- 
posedly tops in the profession), an 
osteopath and a bio-chemist. The med- 
ical men thru cardiographs, X-rays 
and all sorts of tests, found nothing 
wrong, yet the symptoms of gall 
stones, ulcers of the stomach and I’m 
sure one thought cancer, were in evi- 
dence. Surely the pains 1 suffered 
were real. Each one asked me what | 
was worrying about, until they had 
me worrying about what I was worry- 
ing about! 

One medical man suggested taking 
out gall bladder—quote, “It is of no 
use anyway.” Each man put me on a 
different dict, the bio-chemist a still 
different one. 

One said if you must drink—scotch 
or rye with water, no raw fruits or 
vegetables. The next said, “Raw fruits 
and plenty of raw vegetable salads, 
plenty of beef.” Next said, “No beef, 
chicken and fish, wine with meals, also 
sherry and eggs.” Biochemist: “Hor- 
rors! No sherry and eggs, as sherry 
cooks egg, making it hard to digest, 
and wine would be poison to you.” 
Osteopath (are they recognized?) dis- 
covered that the position in which ] 
sit caused a constriction of the trans 
verse colon; after three treatments the 
condition never returned and that was 
four years ago. The osteopath said, 
“Eat what you want; common sense 
will tell you what to eliminate from 
diet.” 

Now I believe cach man sincerely 
tried to the best of his ability to pre- 
scribe correctly. “Medical Science” 
I’m sure is considered an exact science 
and yet, I had to tell them every symp- 
tom and give them every lead, but you 
object to a pseudo-scientist (as you 
call palmistry or astrology) asking a 
leading question. You expect them to 
he perfect. They are human beings and 
they're fallible, in an art that is not 
accepted. If any of your palmists or 
astrologers were perfect, they would 
own the world; why need they he 
working (as in my case) for gratu- 
ities or for the $2.00 or $25.00 as you 


state 
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Furthermore, I find among my cli- 
ents, who come from the four corners 
of the earth, intelligent and learned 
people—not the ‘fools’ you mention, 
as | am quite sure the fools would not 
be interested in searching or their 
minds be open enough to wonder what 
makes them tick. 

Also, I believe our profession is 
considered “soothsaying.” Soothsayers 
have been functioning to the benéfit 
of people since Biblical times and in 
the pre-Christian era, The dictionary 
defines “soothe” to please or calm 
with soft wonds, allay, pacify, assay; 
“‘saying’—the act of speaking. In this 
day and age one glimmer of hope or 
encouragement may start a soul on an 
upward journey. Why take that also 
from humanity, as it seems from the 
world’s blaring headlines there is little 
possibility of manna for the populace. 

If such elevated minds as Aristotle, 
Pliny, Paracelsus, Albertus Magnus, 
Plato, Anaxagoras and Hippocrates 
(the father of medicine) were dev- 
otees of palmistry and astrology, who 
are we to doubt? As George Wharton, 
EFG, in 1651 said, “Who but a mad- 
man or fool dare say that the like 
signs in the hand of man are idle and 
vain? All nature, minerals, plants and 
the heavens have their signs and 
therefore we cannot imagine the signs 
so variously portrayed in the hand of 
man are in vain, but that they were 
placed by Nature with intent to make 
known unto us the Inscrutable Works 
of God. 

If Job (37:7) may be credited, “He 
sealeth up the hand of every man, that 
all men may know his work.” 


PROFIT

Usury is robbery; so is profit. At 
no point, from raw materials to the 
distribution of finished products does 
the owner have anything to do with it; 
he invested his money and accepts the 
profits. How does he differ from the 
money lender? And, how does the 
money lender become the criminal? 
He takes money for money; so does 
business. The money lender takes his 
directly from borrower; the business 
man sends his into trade (after having 
robbed the worker) and it comes back 
to him many times multiplied. Here 


are two evils that we do not have a 
choice of—but have to accept as long 
as Capitalism lives.

COMMENT: When you confuse the 
Money Lender with the owner or owners 
of a stoek company engaged: in a produc- 
tive enterprise, you have failed to grasp 
the point of this entire theme. There’s 
nothing wrong with the profit motive; it 
is the source of the profits that is impor- 
tant. When a man works hard either in 
his own business or as an employee of 
someone else and by his ability, good 
management and thrift, manages ‘to accu- 
mulate a surplus of funds, then invests 
those funds in some other productive en- 
terprise thru the purchase of stock, he is 
still a producer, albeit by proxy, and is 
entitled to a legitimate profit on his in- 
vestment commensurate with the risk of 
loss he accepts and the degree of pub- 
lic service made possible by his invest- 
ment. But—and this is a very important 
“but’—no_ service—no profits. The law 
of supply and demand takes care of that. 
Furthermore if the men using his money 
are wholly incompetent or dishonest the 
enterprise may fail, and our investor 
loses his entire investment—perhaps the 
savings of a life time may be lost, but 
this also helps to justify his profits on 
successful investments. In this we see the 
operating of another of nature’s immut- 
able laws—the law of compensation. 

On the other hand, suppose this man, 
instead of investing his money, decided 
to Joan it at interest—to the same com- 
pany. Instead of buying stock, he takes 
a mortgage from the company. Accord- 
ing to the well established rules of 
money lending, this mortgage would be 
secured—and I mean secured—by a lien 
on the real property of the company, i. e., 
the factory, equipment, buildings, or 


real estate, etc. Stock certificates would, | 


of course, never be accepted as secur- 
ity. Even the entire stock in the com- 
pany wouldn’t be worth a dime as 
security. If, or when it ever comes time 
for the money lender to collect his in- 
vestment (loan), he wants to know (in 
advance) that it or its equivalent in 
value, will be there to collect, and just 
to make doubly surg and in order to pro- 
vide for unpredictable market variations 
in the future, he wants security several 
times the present trading value (purchas- 
ing power) of the money loaned. Then 
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in addition to all this he demands a fixed 
(predetermined) return on his invest- 
ment (loan) in the form of interest. No 
stock dividends for him—too uncertain. 
He’d rather take less and have a guar- 
antee that he gets it, and gets it first. It 
is the law that interest on mortgages 
must be paid before dividends. If the 
company in which he has invested— 
strange word in this connection but they 
call it that—renders a public service, all 
well and good. If it does not, he cares 
less. If the company goes broke—so 
what? His investment is secured many 
times over. What a racket! 

How can you compare this man with a 
man like (for example) the late Henry 
Ford? The money lenders never got that 
old boy. They almost did once—early in 
his career, but that story is well and 
widely known. Since this distinction be- 
tween legitimate profits and illegitimate 
profits is such a vital distinction and has 
resulted in careless thinkers putting the 
curse indiscriminately on all profits, let 
us quote from a well seasoned writer on 
this subject®* anent money lending vs. in- 
vestment, to wit: 

“T wish to finance a venture. The 
banker is interested in (1) how much 

I wish to borrow, (2) what security 

I can offer, (3) when I will repay the 

loan, and (4) how high a rate of in- 

terest he can charge me. He is not in- 
terested in what I intend to do with 
the money (that’s my business) except 
as it may have a bearing upon my 
ability to pay it back before the se- 
curity which I pledge loses its value; 
in other words, if I offer the banker 
the best of security he will not 
bother about my intentions. His mind 
is focused upon the progress of 
time and what it will bring him. But 
note, all of this obvious self-interested 
attitude is not a reflection of the bank- 
er’s soul. It is, rather, the result of the 
principle which underlies the institu- 
tion of which he is the head. For him 
to take a chance would be unthinkable. 
His business is based upon certainty. 
It is my business to take chances. 
Now look at the stock purchaser. 

Does he ask security for himself? No. 

His first interest is in the venture, the 

product, the service which his money 

will further or improve. He does not 
demand that you pledge him the re-

turn of his money plus interest. He 
looks to the profits which the company 
may EARN in the course of its serv- 
ing just as a worker looks to the pay 
he will EARN jn the course of his 
serving. But the stockholder does not 
even ask a pledge that there will be 
earnings. He is content, instead, to let 
his investment prove first that it is fit 
to serve, knowing that if that service 
is satisfactory the company will be re- 
warded by public patronage and that 
profits will result. Thus profits are to 
stock capital what wages are to labor. 
No service, no profits; no work, no 
pay. 

Does the banker's money wait pa- 
tiently until service has been rendered 
and rewarded before it demands in 
terest? No, indeed. Money lending 
does not operate upon such a loose 
principle. Security of both income and 
principal is the watchword of mort- 
gage money, a policy which makes 
the man who works for wages look 
like a fool. For when a worker dies, 
his wages stop and we bury him. 
When mortgage capital dies (it does 
die in spite of insured bank deposits) 
it goes right on receiving its wages 
until the day of economic collapse. 
After that there is a landed aristoc- 
racy. 

With the advent of stock financing 
the word capitgl came to have a double 
meaning. The owner of bonds and 
mortgages was a capitalist and so was 
the owner of common stocks. The first 
man was a money lender, the second 
the owner of productive or utility en 
terprise. Now how did the poor man 
regard these two? 

He cursed the factory owner who 
paid him wages and blessed the banker 
who loaned him money. He still curses 
and blesses the same men respectively. 
In our own day when the war between 
rich and poor threatens to engulf the 
world, the great mass of the ill-housed, 
ill-clothed and ill-fed blame the stock 
market and put their faith in the 
banks. 

This ridiculous public attitude to- 
ward stock financing has been assidu- 
ously sponsored by money lenders 
since the days of Queen Elizabeth. At 
one time in England the stock com- 
pany was declared by the government 
to be a common nuisance. Yet stock 
financing made possible the explora- 
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tion and settlement of the world after 
1492, a task which was not in any way 
inviting to the mortgage financier. To 
take risks was the privilege and duty 
of the stock purchgser. “Let them fit 
out their expeditions, battle the stormy 
Atlantic in poorly equipped vessels, es- 
tablish their colonies and trading posts, 
clear the land, fight off the natives, 
build roads and villages. Then if their 
new properties are satisfactory secur- 
ity we shall consider the making of 
loans to the colonists.” That was the 
poisonous attitude of the English 
bankers. 

And how did the stockholders fare 
in such concerns as the London Com- 
pany which founded Jamestown, the 
Dutch East India Company that sent 
Henry Hudson to New York, the “col- 
onizing speculators” who financed the 
Mayflower, the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, the Turkey Company, the Royal 
African Company, the Eastland Com- 
pany, the Russia Company, The Mus- 
covy Company? Read what the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica has to say.”

Thank you, very much, Sir, for 
your letter; however this formal state- 
ment does not express my gratitude. 
There was an element of timing in- 
volved which made yoyr letter an emo- 
tional life-saver. It came when I was 
sorely in need of something to relieve 
my mind from the pressure of a per- 
sonal trouble. Thank you. 

I’ve heard that there is nothing so 
refreshing, mentally, as abstract think- 
ing; it would seem, then, that mone- 
tary reform, and abolition of capital- 
ism are sufficiently remote to place 
them in the realm of abstractions! 

‘ve mever heard anyone, Mr. 
Clancy, seriously suggest that the 
world owes him a living, for this im- 
plies a free living—bestowed upon 
him without any effort of his own, 
I agree with you that the world 
(strictly speaking, our economic sys- 
tem) owes no one a free living. But 
Capitalism assumes that the world does 
owe a chosen few much more than a 
free living; it assumes that an eco- 
nomic system owes the few the power 
of life and death over the millions— 
and this assumption is backed up by 
all the might of the political state. Jt 


is confusing to find anyone defending 
an economic structure that holds 
sacred a belief that is not held by the 
defender. It is quite possible to see 
some good on both sides of a gwen 
question, but how, im the name-of- 
names, is it intellectually possible to 
defend and deny the self-same point? 

It is, indeed, a far different matter 
(from “the world owes me a living’) 
to say that any economic system that 
pretends to be civilized owes, and will 
produce, the opportunity for every 
man to make his own living. Most of 
us are quite capable of making our 
own living but none have the magic 
power of getting our names on the 
payroll if a man’s ledgers warn him 
that the only thing to say is “No.” 

About money lending at interest. 1 
am in deep water, for my understand- 
ing 1s very limited, If | am correct in 
my impression, then it is the addi- 
tional money, the interest on a loan, 
which turns it into a commodity to be 
rented for a time, Does that include 
interest on savings bank deposits’ I 
do not feel sure of your meaning but, 
to refer again to the mental acrobatics 
necessary in order to defend and at- 
tack the same point at the same time, 
I will assume (right or wrong) that 
you object to money lent at interest 
wherever it occurs. It occurs many 
places under various aliases—under 
dividends and profits and rentals of 
property—in which cases nothing has 
happened but an exchange of money 
by a@ method that insures the investor 
of more than he put into it, After all, 
this is all that the unpriestly (or was 
he!) priest of Ur did; if he had made 
an even exchange he would not be 
infamous today. 

It will take some plain and fancy 


. Shadow-boxing with words to attempt 


to establish a difference between tak- 
ing interest on a loan or bank deposits, 
and accepting dividends on stocks and 
profits of business. In principle, they 
are one and the same; changing the 
name does not change the fact. 

Incidentally, your faith in evolu- 
tionary processes is surprising indeed 
when we view the activity and devel- 
opment of the #dea inspired and ini- 
tiated by the priest of Ur. : 

1 do not quite seé why gold should 
be the one exception, in a system that 
commercializes everything else. Nor 
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do I, at the moment, see how it would 
correct major deficiencies in Capital- 
ism. The fact that we have not actu- 
ally used gold as a medium of ex- 
change for many years shows that it 
is unnecessary, and if it were to be 
magically whisked out of existence, 
leaving tts burial place quite empty, no 
one would know the difference. Gold 
has intoxicated the senses of men only 
because we say it is valuable; actually 
its use value, metallurgically speaking, 
is inferior to many base metals—steel 
or won, for instance, or even tin. 
Burying it at Fort Knox proves it is 
not good as a medium of exchange. 
As a “backer-up” of other money, it 
has not been too successful, since we 
are not always, if ever, balanced; the 
amount of money in use does not al- 
ways equal the amount of gold in Fort 
Knox. At one time the price of gold 
is one price, at another time it is an- 
other price. It is a commodity and re- 
acts as @ commodity and is commer- 
cialized like all other commodities, 
having more the qualities of a com- 
modity, and none of the qualities of a 
medium of exchange. 

I believe that you underrate the en- 
terprising priest of Ur, if you believe 
it possible to dethrone his pet idea 
without bringing down the entire 
structure of Capitalism; it (usury 
under various names) is woven into 
the fabric, and defies attack at isolated 
points of the pattern. 

Labor, like money, is also a com- 
modity; and if you concede the point 
that labor should be content with that 
status, money, as a commodity, rather 
than a medium of exchange, is here 
to stay. 

Since most loans are sought by busi- 
ness men, it appears that these men 
want free capital—to match with their 
free labor (the word “free” is to be 
used only in the sense indicated —for 
nothing ). 

Take a look at production and costs 
of production for any year; the 
amount ‘of value created by labor is 
far in excess of wages. How is one to 
huy ten dollars worth of goods with 

ive dollars? Does not labor have the 
claim that all they produce belongs to 
them—and they are more fully entitled 
to it than those who have me rely ex- 
changed money? The business process, 
dealing only in money, causes every 


article of production to appear om the 
market at many times its actual cost; 
we are robbed at the point of produc- 
tion—and find that the money-wage 
paid is depleted in value. 

If all employers were called to- 
gether and asked to vote on the ques- 
tion of interest on money—do you 
think there is any doubt how the vote 
would go? And there is no doubt how 
it would go if all labor were asked to 
vote on the robbery that takes place 
now. Also, there is no doubt the pub- 
lice will not be consulted on either of 
these questions. Not in the foreseeable 
future, at any rate. 

Capitalism rules according to its 
own rules, regardless of governmental 
form. It rules supreme. 

Of course, you may use anything | 
wrote; I’m not embarrassed by any 
thing I said—only by the fact that it

ANSWER: All the loose thinking on 
economics with resultant and erroneous 
and dangerous conclusions seems to be 
centered around the question of “values.” 
If there is one principle that is funda 
mental in the whole structure of economic 
laws, it is the necessity that we have a 
“standard of value.” This standard must 
be fixed for any unit of exchange. With 
out it we are hopelessly at sea. Any eco 
nomic system without it is a house with 
out a foundation. To attempt to build 
an “economy” without a standard of 
value is like trying to build a house on 
shifting sand. Marxism is a monumental 
example of what can result when we at- 
tempt to construct a social system with 
out a firm and fixed economic founda- 
tion. It is like building a house from the 
roof down or upside down. Marx put 
his foundation at the top in the form 
of an iron-bound, copper-rivetted govern 
ment bureaucracy. Naturally this dream 
house had to be solidly constructed—a 
tightly welded slave state under a Dicta 
torship. Otherwise it would collapse, but 
by the same token it lacked flexibility 
and capacity for progress — actually a 
robot state, a Frankenstein monster by 
comparison with a living, progressive, 
evolving human society. 

On the other hand, the constantly shift 
ing values of the past few years are the 
best illustration we could have of the 
folly of trying to operate a free economic 
system without a monetary standard. Ask 
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any two or a dozen people what the value 
of anything is today and you'll get as 
many answers and none can give any as- 
surance that the value given will be the 
same tomorrow or even an hour from 
now, for that matter. Of course, from 
time to time as the chaotic conditions of 
the market and prices show signs of get- 
ting out of control, the government steps 
in and endeavors to bring abdut a sem- 
blance of order by a program of price 
fixing, but that is cumbersome, inadequate 
and inequitable. The result is a wholly 
false price structure that takes no cogni- 
zance whatever of the natural law of sup- 
ply and demand. Of course it fails to con- 
trol or fix anything. It merely creates 
black markets and further diverts public 
funds to unproductive channels. Surely it 
is not difficult to see where the adoption 
of a monetary standard puts an end to all 
this turmoil. 

It is an absolute necessity that we have 
a standard of values for use in ex- 
change. What shall we use? Theoretically 
anything will do so long as we all use 
the same standard; from that point of 
view old brass door knobs would do as 
well as anything else. The important 
thing is the faith of the people in a stan- 
dard as such—or as it is said “in their 
money.” Actually, the use of any sub- 
stance as a monetary standard implies 
certain limitations in all other respects, 
i. e., physical properties. Primarily the 
relative “use value” of the standard com- 
modity must be as nearly nil as possible 
yet quantitatively it must be plentiful. 
This minimizes the possibilities of fluc- 
tuating value due to any unprecedented 
public demand for the substance for uses 
apart from its function as a monetary 
standard. As previously stated gold as a 
substance best meets all these require- 
ments. Also we repeat that once ac- 
cepted asa standard it should cease 
to be an article of commerce. Trading 
in gold should no longer be allowed. Its 
function is solely that of a standard 
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measure of values in trade and for that 
purpose could as well be left in the 


ground, with the’ exception of the rela- ' 


tively small amount necessary for weigh- 
ing purposes in the mints of the world. 
After all, an ounce is an ounce no 
matter how many times it may be 
weighed but since a standard currency is 
necessarily the measure value in real 
property as well as in trade, that is to 
say, in a total as well as in a relative 
sense and any unit of currency entitles 
the holder to its equivalent ° (standard) 
value in the form of the monetary stan- 
dard, whatever it may be (if our mone- 
tary standard is to have any meaning), 
it follows that the total amount of gold 
available at any moment must at least 
equal the total amount of currency in 
circulation, or necessary to carry on the 
business of the world. 

Having established our economic struc- 
ture on a firm foundation of standard 
values, we can then proceed to considera- 
tion of the details, the superstructure of 
varying business practices and customs, 
knowing that whatever changes or re- 
forms may be made upstairs, the founda- 
tion is firm and will not be disturbed. 
Lord knows! There is plenty of room 
for improvement. The Capitalistic system 
so far as it implies private ownership and 
personal profit (rewards to enterprise) 
in proportion to the individual’s ability to 
produce (directly or indirectly) is in ac- 
cordance with natural laws and the only 
system that guarantees maximum pro- 
duction. What baffles all our attempts to 
solve the essentially simple problem of 
supply and demand—the basic problem 
of economics—is the irrational state of 
affairs created by some of the short cuts 
to wealth and schemes which the ingenuity 
of man has devised for acquiring, wealth 
without the acceptance of risks or of the 
responsibility of production, in a word, 
schemes for getting something for noth- 
ing and a guaranteed income or profit 
(interest) on secured investments (loans) 
are just that. 

These are the weaknesses. not only 
of Capitalism but of any social or eco- 
nomic system but are not easy to cor- 
rect because they are merely natural 


manifestations of weaknesses inherent in 
human nature and, lest anyone think 
they can be corrected by revolution and 
force, let it be remembered you cannot 
legislate human nature (vide Prohibi- 
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tion). Time (evolution) is the only cure. 
Meantime they can be controlled and 
directed but first they must be rec- 
ognized and accepted for what they 
are—weaknesses, The institutions built 
around them are then not accepted as 
necessary evils but as unnecessary and 
unnatural conditions born of human self- 
ishness and greed. Having properly iden- 
tified and labelled them for what they 
are, the first step toward ultimate cor- 
rection has been taken. It may require 
generations to complete the change but 
we will at least be on our way.* 

We have already identified what in our 
opinion is the most destructive creation 
of human greed that has cursed every 
civilization in the history of the world, 
namely the “Money Lending” system. 
This is, as we have seen, the collec- 
tion of guaranteed interest on money 
apart from and regardless of what it 
may or may not earn as the motive 
power of a productive enterprise. In 
this way man perpetuates a_ colossal 
fraud upon himself so that in, the end 
even the money lender loses because 
when all real property is frozen in mortt- 
gages, money, the life blood of trade, 
dries up and civilization has a fine 
case of pernicious anemia. The govern- 
ment keeps the patient alive for a while 
on borrowed time by hospitalization— 
the “Welfare State’”—and with frequent 
(ever more frequent) transfusions (sub- 
sidies, doles, ete.), until at last even the 


_ “blood bank” (taxation), also runs dry. 


There’s nothing left to tax and the gov- 
ernment also goes broke. This is the end. 

In the subsequent reign of anarchy the 
hoarded wealth of the money lender also 
vanishes as the proletariat (good ole 
prolé.) raids his vaults, takes over his 
possessions, palaces, mansions or what 
have you. Of course they’re then no bet- 
ter off than he was. With the collapse 
of trade he had nothing he could really 
use. He couldn’t eat bonds and mort- 
gages as such provided cold comfort but 
they can’t use them either. When people 
are starving in mansions what difference 
does it make, in the social perspective, 
who does the starving ? We saw what hap- 
pened in Russia; the same old script 
worked out with a variation that did not 


% The vast contributions to human progress chalked

in any way alter the main theme. After 
the peasants had raided the vaults of the 
money lenders and the homes of the aris- 
tocracy, some bright boys (having writ- 
ten the play) were ready with a brand 
new (?) idea, and took over and as they 
thought, or claimed, stemmed the march 
to barbarism but they only changed the 
method of transportation, not the desti- 
nation. A slave state certainly guarantees 
its subjects the necessities of life so long 
as they are individually useful to their 
masters, but what else? And is that all 
you want from life? 

In conclusion let us dwell for a mo 
ment on somie of the ridiculous situations 
that could arise if nature operated on 
this mortgage loan basis. That nature 
does not so operate proves that it is not 
nature’s way and it is not instinctive. 
For instance, various animals in the wild 
state instinctively hoard food against sea 
sonal shortages. Let us suppose some 
bight squirrel should suddenly develop 
the wit to get other squirrels to gather 
nuts for him by loaning a surplus from 
his own store to his neighbors on con- 
dition that they would return twice the 
number borrowed at an agreed time. Se- 
curity would be the surrender by the bor- 
rower of his rights in his entire harvest 
during the summer. The penalty for non- 
payment would be the loss of every nut 
he owned (had stored for his own use). 
If not one but many squirrels engaged in 
this racket, it does not take much thought 
to see that before long,there would be a 
terrific shortage of nuts—(“It can’t hap- 
pen here’’)—eventually we can imagine 
some squirrels more kind-hearted than 
others organizing societies for the relief 
of starving squirrels. In that event, since 
these squirrels are now thoroughly civi- 
lized, the principal source of nuts for re- 
lief would not be those plutocrats who 
have the largest hoards—the Nut Lend- 
ers. OF course not! That would be the 
easy natural way, but it would not be hu- 
man. The welfare agencies would of 
course draw their largest supply of nuts 
for relief from the middle-class squirrels 
who would then gather nuts more indus- 
triously in order to have a surplus to 
help out their poorer, more debt-ridden 
brethren. In this respect society parallels 
as a whole the social system epitomized 
by Dr. Johnson when he reported that 
“the people in the Hebrides made their 
living by taking in each others’ washing.”

Assrrotocy! We love her so! In 
fact, we are in danger of loving her to 
death. We adorn her with so much gold 
and precious gems (too many of which 
may turn out to be cheap imitations ) 
that when the tides of adversity flow 
over, as they inevitably do, she may be 
unable to walk, run, swim or even float 
to a safe haven. She may just sink due 
to the sheer weight of unnecessary ap- 
pendages, and be lost to us forever. And 
then, we may wring our hands in de- 
spair, entirely oblivious to the fact that 
we might have killed her with kindness. 
Yes, we are condemning her to a sure 
death when we smother her with the 
overwhelming tokens of our love, mainly 
the products of too vivid an imagination. 

Or, to put it this way . . . we are set- 
ting up Astrology on so high a pedestal 
that she is increasingly becoming ex- 
posed to the birds of prey, the self ap- 
pointed but powerful critics, from whom 
there is no escape unless she risks break- 
ing her neck. The distance to Terra 
Firma is becoming far too great. 

What shall we do in lieu of lavish.ng 
these attentions on her with such deadly 
effect ? The answer seems fairly obvious. 
Let’s get a bit more realistic in our ap- 
proach. Once we,relieve her of her false 
makeup and strip her of her shams, she 
will stand, unashamed, revealing her 
charms in their stark and naked purity. 
And, her truths may then permeate our 
consciousness. Slowly but surely, the 
secret of Creation will begin to emerge 
from behind the veil that hides from our 
view the true Image of our Maker. 

But, before we can capture Astrology 
in her entirety, she may lead us a merry 
chase. We will have to pursue her into 
the dense woods of investigation, which 
most of us have shunned because of lack 
of courage, or because of superstition, 
dogmatism, laziness, or just sheer ignor- 
ance. She may then point out to us the 
glorious sights therein contained, such as 
were never before given us to perceive. 
Under her guiding hand, we may pluck 
the fruits of wisdom from the trees of 
knowledge which abound in the orchards 
of past experience. She may further

teach us the advisability of swimming 
when it is floodtide in the rivers of life: 
and to float, securely anchored to the 
rock of human accomplishment, when it 
comes ebbtide. She will revea! to our in- 
quisitive minds newer and more brilliant 
facets from her vast reservoir of Uni- 
versal Information, imbuing us with 
greater nderstanding, and rekindling the 
waning hopes in ou.’ hearts. 

Yes, Astrology can do all this for us. 
But we must start soon, before it is too 
late. We must proceed at once to rip 
the mantle of falsehood from her shoul- 
ders, through scientific analysis. We must 
snip off the worthless, glittery baubles 
of ignorance that shackle her as securely 
as a convict’s ball and chain, by engaging 
in thorough historical research. We need 
to remoye the mask of a thousand faces 
that shields her celestial beauty from the 
eyes of the millions who hunger for guid- 
ance and inspiration, by refusing, hence- 
forth, to explain away in flowery and 
meaningless language our incapacities 
and lack of omniscience. This is the true 
mission which sincere students of Astrol- 
ogy must undertake. We owe it, not only 
to ourselves, but to our hopeful followers 
towards whom it is our divine obligation. 
Through our joint efforts, mankind may 
find the way once again to regain a sure- 
footing on the tortuous path of material 
and spiritual evolution. We shall be un- 
true, most of all to ourselves, if we per- 
sist in pursuing false trails because of 
habit, prejudice, or the desire for gain. 

How to accomplish all this? The task 
is not an easy one. We simply have to 
start from scratch, We must examine, 
without bias, the findings of modern 
thinkers which tend to disprove some of 
our present methods of procedure. We 
must select from the thousands of con- 
tradictions that beset us, such as the use 
of both the Placidean and Campanius 
svstems of house division, and the shift- 
ing and fixed Zodiacs. We cannot gain 
credence or resp€ct if we make every- 
thing work. 

I am submitting the following obser- 
vations, not as the final say on the sub- 
ject, but as a basis for future study. Of 
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course, to begin with, we have to revert 
to the zodiac itself, At this stage, it mat- 
ters not too greatly whether we shall 
eventually decide on the fixed (natural) 
zodiac, or the shifting (intellectual) zo- 
diac, as the principles about to be evolved 
should not be affected materially by the 
choice. We all should know that they 
comprise the twelve constellations, or 
signs, which follow cach other in a given 
order to form a circular belt in the heav- 
ens extending about eight degrees on 
either side of the ecliptic (the Sun’s 
path). Even though millions of words 
have been and are being written about 
these signs and their general influences 
on human affairs, etc., the conclusions co- 
incide on the whole. Therefore, we may 
accept, almost in toto, the findings of 
past and present authorities as reliable 
and basic. 

Still, I would like to stress an addi- 
tional point. That the Constellations ex- 
isted before the creation of our own 
solar system is almost a foregone con- 
clusion. In view of this posibility, I feel 
compelled to concur with Cyril Fagan, 
President of the Irish Astrological So- 
ciety* when he states that the zodiacal 
mansions do not have the “correspon- 
dence” to the twelve mundane houses 
that we popularly attach to them. Sec- 
ondly, I have long been partial to the 
idea that it 1s erroneous to state that the 
luminaries and planets “rule” the signs. 
It makes me quite elated to note that Mr. 
Fagan expresses similar views. If we 
MUST say that something rules some- 
thing else, we might be a little closer to 
the truth to affirm that the Constellations 
“rule” the planets. But that, too, is open 
to further discussion. 

If our solar system happens to be a 
relatively newcomer among the celestial 
inhabitants, as we have reason to believe, 
then the possibility also exists that the 
planets were “born” under conditions 
created by the radio-active waves eman- 
ating from the zodiacal Constellations, 
much as are the humans on Earth. By 
that token, we could truthfully say that 
‘a particular planet is a “child” or “na- 
tive” of a certain sign. I think that one 
of our first duties is to re-examine the 
basic qualities of all the planets with a 
view of associating them properly with 
their parent celestial mansions. This 


would be similar to the distinction that 
%& From AFA Research Bulletin No. 1—1947. 


we now make between the twelve types 
of persons selected according to their 
dates of birth. And, instead of calling a 
planet the “ruler” of a certain sign, we 
should refer to it as its “native,” or 
“deputy,” or some other appropriate ap- 
pellation. 

The signs of the zodiac, due to the 
Earth’s spin, apparently move clockwise 
in the heavens. This indicates, in my 
opinion, the direction of man’s involun- 
tary evolution from a single living cell 
to his present high state of development. 
Now, from where we stand, there seems 
to be little doubt that Leo is the most 
powerful, hence the first Constellation of 
the zodiac. It is the symbol of “‘leader- 
ship,” the “King.” But I cannot stress 
enough that this situation may apply only 
to our solar system, the “heart” of which 
is the Sun. I don’t believe anyone can 
quarrel with this deduction. If no one 
does, we can assert here and now that 
both Leo and the Sun act as number one 
in this respective category. Cancer would 
be number two, Gemini number three, 
and so on up to the twelfth an last sign 
which is Virgo, the symbol of purity— 
or perfection—the ultimate goal towards 
which we are carried, whether we like it 
or not. The other planets will be taken 
up later, as we are now dealing princi- 
pally with humanity's outer-planetary 
world, the architects of our lives, which 
we look upon as ‘‘Fate” or “Destiny,” the 
forces over which we have no control. 
These again must be charged to the 
zodiacal belt which shapes man’s form, 
characteristics, extra-sensory perceptions, 
etc.; and which provides the so-called 
“fortunate” and “unfortunate” ambiences 
for each and all mundane houses. These, 
no doubt, are the sources of the unex- 
plainable situations which help in some 
instances, and impede in others, in the 
unfolding of our multitudinous persona! 
and national affairs. 


Speed of Fixed Stars, Etc. 


We have many times been told that the 
fixed stars, constellations and solar sys- 
tem are actually flying through space at 
terrifying speeds. But the distances in- 
volved are so vast as to render these 
motions practically imperceptible during 
one or more lifetimes. Nevertheless, they 
are very real, as comparisons between 
ancient and current astronomical maps 
will show. We cannot escape the con- 
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clusion that the changes of location of 
the fixed stars and constellations have 
something to do with man’s physical and 
mental evolutionary progress. As it 
would take many more centuries than 
our written histories cover to quote defin- 
ite corroborative facts, we must depend 
on the future to provide them. Mean- 
while, we can only go forward on the 
assumptions derived from old legends, 
star lore, mythology and biblical stories 
which possibly dealt allegorically with 
the deeds and sciences of ancient civili- 
zations. One known fact seems to bring 
into relief a basis for the statement that 
the zodiacal constellations define the 
course of man’s involuntary evolution. 
We are aware that 0 degrees of Aries 
of our “Intellectual Zodiac” now coin- 
cides with about 8 degrees of Pisces of 
the “Natural Zodiac.” Perhaps some 
mathematically-minded astrologer may 
some day figure out the proper equation 
to translate the approximate 22 degree 
differential of space which now exists 
between the two conflicting 0 degrees of 
Aries in terms of the elapsed time con- 
sumed to bring this about. We might 
thereby also discover the birth year of 
Astrology itself. 

If it is now clearly understood that 
the constellations, or signs of the zodiac 
radiate the extra-planetary electric waves 
which make us what we are, and which 
furnish us with the tools of inspiration, 
intellect and self-expression, we may pro- 
ceed with planets whose forces drive us 
into action and compel us to make use of 
these tools. Because man has been en- 
dowed with these vital, dynamic powers, 
he is expected to cooperate in his devel- 
opment by virtue of his instinctive urge 
to fight for supremacy and survival. But 
he seems to have been granted the choice 
of acting with or against “his stars.” In 
either case, “Fate” pays him back in 
kind. We may consider the planets to 
be the “timers” of events, the transmit- 
ters of the divine will, with the proviso 
that they do permit us to utilize their 
vibrations in constructive or destructive 
ways. This knowledge probably gave rise 
to the popular phrase that we can “rule 
our stars.” Yes, we can pretty well shape 
our immediate circumstances, as revealed 
by our planetary patterns; but we cannot 
escape our destinies as circumscribed by 
the zodiac. This naturally brings us again 
to the controversial subject of so-called 





“sign-rulerships.” We may have con- 
fused ourselves by linking these two en- 
tirely different influences a bit too close- 
ly. They have separate missions to ful- 
hill, and their relationship is a very subtle 
one. 

In the third part of an article entitled 
Aquarian Age Astrology which was pub- 
lished in the July, 1946, issue of Ameri- 
can Astrology Magazine, I discoursed at 
length on a proposed change of alloca- 
tion of planetary “rulers” for the twelve 
signs of the zodiac. The ensuing com- 
ment was equally divided between those 
who were in sympathy with my efforts, 
and those who felt that the stalwarts of 
ancient times could do no wrong. The 
latter do not believe in change—what a 
horrid word—when the status quo serves 
us so well. They cannot conceive that 
change is the fundamental principle of 
evolution, whether on the Globe or in 
the Universe. 

To be honest about it, I have since 
felt that there really was something amiss 


‘in this new listing ; and that a re-examin- 


ation of the subject was in order. Hence, 
the belated continuation of these articles. 


Revised Table 


For the benefit of those who may have 
missed or forgotten my revised table of 
planetary and sign relationships as it was 
formulated at the time, I am _ herewith 
repeating it. 


ARIES Mars 
TAURUS Venus 
GEMINI Mercury 
* CANCER Moon 
LEO Sun 
VIRGO Earth (Terra) 
LIBRA Pluto 
SCORPIO Neptune 
SAGITTARIUS Uranus 
CAPRICORN Saturn

PISCES Asteroids 


I still stand by this list with the ex- 
ceptions of Virgo and Pisces for reasons 
which will become obvious in the subse- 
quent paragraphs. 

In fact, the most serious objection 
that I could accept regarding this new 
method of planetary allocation, was that 
it would render impracticable, if not im- 
possible, the orthodox system of inter- 
preting natal, horary and mundane maps. 
Granted! I can appreciate the futility of 
trying (mistakenly) to make the earth 
act as the “ruler,” or deputy, as I shall 


hereafter term the planets, of Virgo. | 
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And I recognize the hopelessness of try- 
ing to use the Asteroids as the symbols 
of Pisces. After due consideration of 
this seemingly impassable barrier, a 
tausible solution has come forth. And it 
will not disturb, in its essence, the origi- 
nal principle motivating my revised table 
of sign and planetary correspondences. 

Before going on, I would like to make 
one point clear. Students of Astrology, 
as well as of any other branch of learn- 
ing, have no monopoly on knowledge. 
They therefore are entitled to reversals 
of opinion now and then. How could 
there be any progress otherwise? Tak- 
ing full advantage of this academic free- 
dom, a respected and honored branch of 
science, Astronomy, has just presented 
us with a third theory des.ribing the 
birth of our solar system. It has dis- 
carded LaPlace’s suggestion that the Sun 
and planets were formed by the conden- 
sation of clouds of diffuse gas; as well 
as the tidal theory that the planets were 
torn away from the flaming Sun by the 
gravity of some passing astral wanderer. 
The latest version has come from no less 
an authority than the Harvard Observa- 
tory.* One of its prominent members, 
Dr. Fred Whipple, has advanced the new 
idea that our solar system was created 
from several of the many inter-stellar 
clouds of cosmic dust, which swirled and 
densened until they developed their own 
centers of gravity, consequently drawing 
their surrounding particles into more 
compact masses. In his opinion, the lu- 
minaries, planets and other errant celes- 
tial bodies thus came into being. 

But, the illustrations which interested 
me most, as they should all astrologers, 
were the ones depicting the death of a 
planet whose orbit was assumed to have 
lain in between those of Mars and Jupi- 
ter. The accompanying text described 
how a supposed smaller planet crashed 
into it, perhaps by accident, causing it 
to explode into the numerous fragments 
now recognized as the Asteroids. If this 
be true, we must take into consideration 
the sign and/or house originally related 
to this body before its demise. It could 
very well be that such a stupendous cos- 
mic catastrophe may have been responsi- 
ble for the destruction of Atlantis or 
Previous superior civilizations on Earth. 
And we might further concede that the 
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terrific radio-active forces released by an 
explosion of such magnitude could wreck 
wide destruction on the surfaces of many 
if not all members of the so‘ar family. 
It might even have caused a shift of our 
polar axis with equally disastrous results 
in the form of tidal waves, earthquakes, 
drastic climatic changes, and, perhaps, 
the deluge of Biblical history. However, 
such a cataclysm would have no effect, 
in my opinion, on the cosmic rays reach- 
ing us from the Constellation to which 
this lost planet must have been linked at 
the time; if not by man, at least by the 
Supreme Intelligence which regulates all 
activity in the Universe. 

Consequently, I see nv reasor for re- 
vising my original estimate that the As- 
teroids are truly representative of the 
Piscean sector of the heavens. The 
power, or lack of power, usually at- 
tributed to this sign (ana which I believe 
cannot be associated with such a pusitive 
force as Neptune) may well symboiize 
the fragmentation of its original related 
planet. At the same time, we could readily 
assume that Jupiter, because ot its mas- 
sive proportions, close proximity and ex- 
pansive radiations, might have filled the 
void and taken over the deputyship of 
Pisces, in addition to its own ( Aquarius 
in my revised table). In fact, former 
astrologers assigned it as the “ruler” of 
the sign, and we still admit that it is 
dignified there. Even the symbol of 
Aquarius, the Waterbearer (much in the 
image of Zeus or Jupiter) is seen pour- 
ing water from a crock to the two Pis 
cean Fishes, suggesting that he has ac- 
cepted the responsibility of taking them 
under his protection. The Asteroids 
might even be the allegoric “Fallen An- 
gels” of the Bible. There seems to be 
much food for thought there. 

As for Virgo, I am forced to admit 
that I was in error when I picked Terra 
(the Earth) as its deputy. Our astral 
home is Cancerian (Mother Nature 
but, as WE are the centfal figures about 
which we must be concerned, it stands 
to reason that we cannot govern our 
selves from above. Consequently, we have 
correctly assigned the Moon as our repre- 
sentative, our link to Cancer—the sign 
associated with the oceans, the “mother,” 
the home, et cetera. In fact, about 75 
percent of our global surface is covered 
by water. So—the Moon is our particu- 
lar “timer,” our “distributor” which 
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focuses or “‘sets off” the other celestial 
radiations influencing our affairs, at the 
proper time and places. 

But, let us go back to Virgo. For 
practical purposes we may be obliged to 
retain Mercury as its deputy (for reasons 
that wiil become evident in subsequent 
articles), at least until we discover our 
extra-Plutonian planet. If more than one 
are discovered, we will have to cross 
that bridge later. There are many 
opinions on record covering the possible 
existence of planets beyond Pluto, One 
of the most interesting, and plausible, 
was the one expressed by Charles A. 
Muses in the May, 1948, issue of Ameri- 
can Astrology Magazine. 1 am inclined 
to be carried along with his views on the 
whole; but, I would place PAN, his 
theoretical planet, as the eventual deputy 
of Virgo. (At this point, it might be of 
interest to note that ISIS, another spec- 
ulative planet beyond Pluto, was a God- 
dess associated with Virgo by the ancient 
Egyptians.) Pan, Isis, Planet M or X 
as the case may be, will be one and the 
same, It will depend upon whom will fall 
the privilege of naming it. Meanwhile, 
I shall‘refer to it as Pan, in honor of 
Mr. Muses who has, by far, given us 
the most comprehensive analysis. Well, 
Pan, coming after Pluto, would complete 
an orderly planetary arragement, with 


the planets coinciding with the signs in 
the order designated by their respective 
distances from the Sun. I. cannot pos- 
sibly reconcile myself to the idea that 
our particular solar family has been so 
haphazardly put together as our present 
system seems to imply. 

The only changes in my revised list 
of planetary correspondences to the signs, 
then, would place Pan as the deputy of 
Virgo, with Mercury acting as a sub- 
stitute until this fact has been undis- 
putably established. In this connection, 
I shall subsequently proceed to demon- 
strate that Mercury is linked to Virgo, 
but for different reasons than we sup- 
posed. This accounts for the allocation 
of Mercury as the planetary “ruler” of 
Virgo, by the original astrologers who, 
not knowing of the existence of Uranus, 
Neptune, Pluto, et cetera, had to operate 
with what they had. 

As for the Piscean planet, it would 
then remain, as of old, expansive Jupiter, 
which took over for the large planet sup- 
posedly fragmentized into the Asteroids. 
This should overcome, I am sure, the 
difficulties of astrologers who have tried 
to delineate charts according to my re- 
vised table of planetary and sign ar- 
rangements.

A SCIENCE OR AN ART? 


Bettevers in and proponents of 
astrology, particularly those who have 
made only a limited study of the subject, 
usually are emphatic in claiming that it 
is very definitely a science. But there are 
some, myself among them, who are none 
too ready to make any such claim. That 
astrology has a scientific basis I would 
concede, for I have followed its work- 
ings for over 40 years. That a scientific 
approach to the subject may be made, I 
would also concede. But that, astrology, 
as ordinarily practised, is an exact sci- 
ence | would flatly deny, and this is not 
because of the fakers engaged in the 
business. 

If astrology were truly a science its 
practice would be greatly simplified, for 
we would then be able to stace specifically 
and in definite terms what the effect of 
any planetary position or configuration 
would be. But this, unfortunately, we can- 
not do. The nearest we can get is in 
terms of trends, tendencies, inclinations 
and probabilities—terms which have no 
standing in exact science but which may 
be used significantly in relation to any 
art. 

All arts—including music, painting, 
sculpture, academic studies, boxing, war 
—while based on scientific principles, 
cannot be defined as sciences in the strict 
sense of the word. And neither can 
astrology be so defined. To be sure, it has 
a scientific background, just as have other 
arts, but in my opinion it cannot truly 
be said to be a science itself. 

In proof of this, take as a simple illus- 
tration a conjunction of Mars and 
Saturn, with all that it implies. While the 
trend of this conjunction ‘s quite clear 
to anyone at all versed in astrolagy, who 
can say with exactitude, except in very 
broad terms, what invariably and inev- 
itably will result from it? Everyone 
knows that astrologically Mars is sym- 
bolic of heat and Saturn of cold, and 
that when intense heat and extreme cold 
are brought together great stress is pro- 
duced. This is a recognized scientific prin- 
ciple which applies in astrology as in 
everything else.

But in attempting to determine the ef- 
fect of such a conjunction in any specific 
case, the art of discernment becomes of 
primary importance, and interpretation, 
applicable or otherwise, will rest largely 
on the skill of the artist. So, from this 
angle, as I see it, astrology is strictly 
an art. ; 

Going a little deeper, suppose this 
Mars-Saturn conjunction occurs in the 
sign Pisces. Will it then be productive of 
the identical result as when occurring in 
Aries? The answer definitely is “no,” 
but again the matter of differentiation is 
dependent on the knowledge and discern- 
ment of the individual astrologer. If we 
go still further and consider house posi- 
tion, another factor is introduced, with 
its appropriate modification. Add a trine 
to Jupiter and an opposition to the Moon 
to the picture, and the problem becomes 
really involved. Even at best, with all 
these complications, one can only attempt 
to synthesize the picture—on scientific 
principles, yes—but as pure science, no. 
Therefore I hold that interpretation of a 
horoscope is an art, not a science, 

Astrology, certainly cannot be _ bene- 
fited by making claims for it which can- 
not be proved and which place it in a 
false light. No one could Se more prej- 
udiced in favor of the value of astrology 
to the world than myself, but I deplore 
the efforts of those well meaning but mis- 
guided enthusiasts who make claims for 
it which cannot be substantiated. 

A horoscope is a symbolical presenta- 
tion of trends and tendencies whith every 
astrologer knows to be true, but it can- 
not be interpreted with che precision 
called for in science. That must be ac- 
knowledged, at least so far as natal 
astrology is concerned, and | can see no 
possible way in which this may be 
changed. Where the human element en- 
ters, no one can say with exactitude what 
the reaction to any planetary position or 
configuration will be. 

Fortunately, there is another side to 
the picture which offers the hope that 
eventually certain phases of astrology 
may develop into an exact science, This 
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is in relation to the elements, with time 
‘and place involved, as in weather fore- 
casting. No one has done more to ad- 
vance our knowledge along this line than 
George J. McCormack, whose predic- 
tions have been amazingly accurate dur- 
ing recent years. He alone gave advance 
information concerning the “big snow” 
which was to strike New York on or 
about December 26, 1947. As his predic- 
tions were given out in the fall of the 
year, what actually happened cannot be 
put down to a lucky guess. What system 
Mr. McCormack uses I cannot say, but 
in course of time it will undoubtedly be- 
come available to those who are capable 
of applying it. 

Another name comes to mind relative 
to the purely scientific side of astrology, 
though his application is in a different 
connection. L. Edward Johndro has pre- 
sented us with facts and figures as to 
how, why, when, and where “the stars 
in their courses” affect humanity and hu- 
man affairs in the mundane sphere. The 
causes of earthquakes, floods, and major 
catastrophes which affect localities and 
people in the mass are explained, timed, 
and placed with scientific accuracy. But 
when Mr. Johndro attempts to apply the 
same methods to nativities he too falls 
back on generalities. He can be no more 
precise as to the exact nature of events 
than can any other astrologer, though he 
does approach it in the placing of events 
as to Latitude and Longitude. 

It would seem clear that the scientific 
side of astrology is strictly simited to cer- 
tain phases of the art. In chemistry the 
nature of the different elements is known, 
and the same is true of astrology. But 
while in chemistry when two elements 
are brought together a certain result is 
assured, the same cannot be said of 
astrology. Unite hydrogen and oxygen in 
the proportion of two to one and, as 
everyone knows, you get water. But 
unite two astrological elements such as 
Mars and Saturn in a nativity, and what 
you get can only be described in general 
terms as a trend. Therefore, of necessity, 
we cannot call astrclogy an exact science. 


Much can be done, however, in the 
teaching of astrology to utilize the scien- 
tific principles which lie Lack of it. Thor- 
ough familiarity with the nature of each 
of the elements which go t> make up a 
horoscope—such as signs, planets, houses, 
aspects, etc.—is essential if interpretation 
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is to follow logical lines. But too often 
textbooks and teachers fail to stress, this 
point. Instead of developing the logic of 
what naturally results from the presence 
of Mercury in Capricorn, the Moon in 
Scorpio, Jupiter in the 6th house, or what 
not, the student is given pre-digested 
paragraphs to memorize. These interpre- 
tations may or may not be good in them- 
selves, but unless the student has been 
fully informed as to the process of rea- 
soning which produced the readings 
given, he will never know the difference. 
A real astrologer is, or should be, a logi- 
cian, not a psychic. 

Some critics of astrology who, al- 
though they disclaim any real knowledge 
of the subject, at least show a friendly 
attitude toward it—yes, there are such— 
and appear to think that the compiling of 
statistics eventually will prove its valid- 
ity. Whether or not they mean by this 
that astrology will become accepted as an 
exact science I don’t know, but if they 
do, except along the lines already noted, 
I beg to differ. So long as individual hu- 
man reactions remain unpredictable, just 
so long will astrology be limited to trends, 
tendencies, and probabilities. 

All friendly critics agree that more re- 
search should be carried on and that the 
result of it should be correlated if as- 
trology ever is to assume any standing 
in the scientific world. As things now 
stand, many astrologers and students are 
doing research and are accumulating valu- 
able data most of which, however, remains 
in personal files, for unfortunately we 
have no clearing house for such infor- 
mation. So little of it is brought to light. 

Most of the leading astrological groups 
and organizations scattered throughout 
the country are making efforts to remedy 
the situation, but as yet none of them 
have the necessary facilities. If astrology 
were to receive one tenth of cne per cent 
of the financial backing accorded to any 
of the other arts, it too would have its 
place in the sun. Our great need, as I 
see it, is a philanthropist with enough 
discernment of the cosmic value of as- 
trology and the backing of sufficient funds 
to give it the start other arts already 
have received. 

Another point stressed by the critics 
is the need of wider horizons ir astrology. 
Apart from thé mundane predictions ap- 
pearing in most of the astrological maga- 
zines, which treat of national and world 
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affairs, most of the horoscopic work now 
is done for individuals. This, of course 
is natural, for the professional astrologer 
first has to make a living and, unless 
especially gifted with business ability, 
finds this the only means open. 

However, more and more business and 
financial services are being organized, 
some of them undoubtedly of great value 
to the business world. The best of these 
evidently fear prejudice on the part of 
the public, for they carefully omit any 
reference to astrology in their brochures 
and public notices, although deriving all 
their information from astrological data 
as to stock market and other trends. The 
charges for these services are extremely 
high and entirely out of line with those 
asked by individual astrologers of good 
standing. Possibly, however, in the long 
run this may be a good thing for the pro- 
fession, for it will tend to bring about a 
realization on the part of the public that 
astrological information of value cannot 
be had merely for the asking. 


An excellent series of articles on AS- 
TROLOGY AND SCIENCE, bv C. B. 
Dollins, ran last year in the dFA BUL- 
LETIN, The article in the March 1948 
issue was devoted to CYCLES. While 
all of those noted have already been 
given attention by various writers, my- 
self among them, Mr. Dollins’ sum- 
mary is well worth reading. He men- 
tions first the 84-year cycle of Uranus, 
which has played such a momentous part 
in U. S. history. As this cycle starts and 
ends in Gemini so far as this country is 
concerned, we have had ample evidence 
of its working since Uranus entered 
Gemini in 1941. This cycle will not come 
to completion until June, 1949. With each 
transit of Uranus through Gemini, which 
occurs at 84-year intervals and lasts over 
7 years, the U. S. A. has experienced 
tremendous upheavals, as witnessed by 
the Revolutionary War. the Civil War, 
and World War II. 


The cycle of next importance is that 
marked by the conjunction »f Jupiter and 
Saturn, which occurs at intervals of about 
20 years. It apparently is of most sig- 
nificance to this country when the con- 
junction takes place in earth signs. Under 
such conditions its effect Secomes most 
marked politically and in Capital-Labor 
relations. Since the earth sign cycle started 
in 1842, it has proved fatal to every Presi- 


dent in office at the time the conjunction 
occurred. The list includes Harrison, 
Lincoln, Garfield, McKinley, Harding, 
and F. D. Roosevelt. It is notable, in 
antithesis, that no President has died 
while in office except those coming under 
the influence of the Jupiter-Saturn con- 
junction in an earth sign. 

The 18%-year cycle of the Moon’s 
North node is an economic one, and from 
it may be traced the rise and fall of real 
estate values, production, industrial con- 
ditions, and market trends. Some years 
ago I wrote a magazine article which fol- 
lowed through four of these complete 
cycles, correlating the movement of the 
Node with a well known chart prepared 
by Col. Ayres of the Cleveland Trust Co. 
which pictured actual business conditions 
during the entire period. The influence of 
the Node was unmistakable throughout. 
The high peak of the present cycle was 
reached late in 1943. We are now in the 
leveling off period and are headed for the 
low point, which will be reached about 


1953. 

The fact that astrologers generally are 
thoroughly familiar with such cycles and 
recognize their validity is evidence enough 
that we are far ahead of other fields of 
research in our ability to predict future 
trends. The trouble is that, with few ex- 
ceptions, our political and industrial lead- 
ers, to say nothing of the general public, 
know nothing and care less about what 
astrology has to offer. What can be done 
to correct this state of affairs is prob- 
lematical. But making unreasonable claims 
certainly will not help. We should go no 
farther than to state that we have a well 
regulated art based on scientific princi- 
ples. 

As astrologers and astrological stu- 
dents, let us not claim to have something 
that we do not have. What we do have is 
sufficient to offer help and reliable guid- 
ance not only to the individual but to our 
country, our political and industrial lead- 
ers, and the public at large. Let us follow 
the suggestions of one of our friendly 
critics and strive for “more constructive 
imagination, wide horizons, more vision, 
more research, and more fait in the fu- 
ture than in the past.” Clearing away the 
“dead wood” of astrology which still 
obstructs much of our art will do as 
much as anything else to carry us into 
the future with hope and faith. 
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Tue study of Astro-meteorology, or 
the influence of the planets, primarily 
those closest to the Sun and the earth, 
upon the weather, shows conclusively 
that the planets are a contributing factor 
in determining what the weather may be. 
This does not mean that the planets rule 
the earth’s weather, but merely that they 
tend to “upset” the balance of forces, 
so to speak, and to intensify or to modify 
the weather elements. This thought is evi- 
dent in the following facts: 

1. That. every mass in the solar. sys- 
tem exerts a force under Newton’s Law 
of Gravitation, so that the atmosphere 
surrounding the earth is “knocked off 
balance”+ and the change in the force 
changes the intensity of high and low 
pressure systems. 

2. That the Sun and Moon primarily 
give rise to diurnal, annual, and other 
variations in the “dip” of the magnetic 
needle and cause some marked electrical 
disturbances. 

3. The influences of the tides of the 
ocean, the air, and the ground have been 
traced back to planetary influences. 

Astro-meteorology is becoming a phase 
of pure meteorology with the basic facts 
based on seasonal changes of weather 
that take place over many years of work. 
Careful consideration is being given to 
the dynamic and kindred laws that mete- 
orologists must know. Any meteorologist 
or astro-meteorologist who does not take 
into consideration the topographical and 
geographical aspects when forecasting as 
well as the fundamentals of meteorology 
will never come to sincere conclusions 
when forecasting the weather. Meteorol- 
ogy or astro-meteorology is not guess- 
work but something that has rules placed 
there by nature herself and we should 
try to understand nature. It must be un- 
derstood that there is a “human element” 
in the final analysis of a forecast but it is 
up to the reader to see the value of ac- 
curacy and to have more than just a 
“working knowledge” of the subject. Re- 
search in astro-meteorology continued 
from year to year, and the repetition of 
any aspect is compared to any that oc-

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curred before, and a final analysis js 
made for any occurrences in the future, 
One cannot forecast a flood for a desert 
area or a cold wave for Panama where 
no such weather occurs. The forecaster 
must be familiar with climatology in all 
of its phases as well as to the geography 
of the land. This is very important. It is 
not a good policy to guess as that leads 
to loss of faith. 

It is a good idea to work a combination 
between astro-meteorology and_ those 
methods that the meteorologist uses in 
forecasting the weather. Maps are used 
by the meteorologist to see what is going 
on, and by the astro-meteorologist to see 
what the weather will be at a special time 
at a given locality. An experienced ob- 
server who can combine the two lines of 
study will develop something more nearly 
approaching a complete understanding in 
this very easy method of forecasting the 
weather. 

Observations of sun spots alone will 
never lead to the discovery of logical 
means to forecast the weather. The at- 
mosphere is often liable to unusual and 
long continued impressions. Such laws 
and impressions leave marks on_ the 
Earth and Sun. 


Researches 


Astro-meteorological researches, cover- 
ing many years, show that the perihelion 
time of Jupiter occurs every 11.86 years. 
It is at this time that we have the great- 
est droughts in North America. The 
minimum frequency of sun spots, at the 
apHelion, follows a similar cycle of 11.9 
years and give rise to cold and wet years. 
The record cold wave of Feb. 9, 1934, 
when the temperatures were so low in 
the east, was when the Sun was in con- 
junction with Saturn in Aquarius while 
Jupiter was aphelion. 

As a-very important point in climatol- 
ogy, the diurnal, seasonal and annual va- 


riation in the flectuations of the elements, 


which follow a certain pattern, are in- 
fluenced only by excessive deviation of 
terrestrial and atmospheric tides of the 
air. It will be seen by later chapters how 
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these established norms are either higher 
or lower. Mars and Jupiter give heat; 
Saturn and Uranus give cold; Venus 
gives precipitation and Mercury gives 
wind. : 

Now that the preliminary considera- 
tion of the merits of astro-meteorology 
has been given, the following notes must 
be considered. It is necessary to be famil- 
iar with the more common symbols that 
occur frequently in astronomical data as 
in Fig. I. 

Positions and Aspects 


Changes in the weather are produced 
by the Sun, Moon, and the other planets 
under certain conditions classified as PO- 
SITIONS, when each act alone, and 
ASPECTS, when two or more planets 
act in combination. 

When a planet is on THE EQUA- 
TOR, the planet has no declination either 
to the north or to the south of the ter- 
restrial equator. 

It is IN THE TROPICS when the 
planet enters the first point of Cancer 
or Capricorn; Cancer having its influ- 
ence in the northern hemisphere and 
Capricorn for the southern hemisphere. 

IN EXTREME DECLINATION is 
when a planet approaches the Tropic of 
Cancer and then ceases to continue to go 
north but turns south, or when it ap- 
proaches the Tropic of Capricorn and 
then starts to go north. 

STATIONARY, the moment when a 
planet’s motion is neither direct nor 


The ASPECTS, as in Fig. 2, are so 
arranged to show the strongest at the 
top and the weakest at the bottom; the 
strongest should be given the greatest 
attention, while the weakest are not to 
be considered to be very important. Keep 
in mind that the weakest ones strengthen 
the other aspects and likewise make 
themselves noticeable. 

As a matter of consideration of 
weather forecasting, aspects are measured 
in longitude, not in Right Ascension R.A. 

When planets occupy a very strong po- 
sition, their characteristics are strongly 
impressed on the weather progressively 
around the world. It must be understood 
that several things must be taken into 
account. In this respect, the slower mov- 
ing planets exert a telling influence, es- 
pecially Jupiter and Saturn because of 
their masses. It has been proven that 
such influences remain for more than 
three days with the exception of the fol- 
lowing: 

a. In perigee, i.e., closest to the earth. 

b. In perihelion, i.e., when the planets 

are at their nearest point to the Sun. 

c. In apogee, i.e., farthest distance 

from the earth. 

d. In aphelion, i.e., planets at their 
greatest distance from the Sun. 
The distinction between the different 
classes of astro-meteorological influences 
should be kept in mind, and also the vary- 
ing degree of importance that is placed 
on each. There are three such classifica- 
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Two Ways of Relationship 


HOW MAN REGULATES HIS CONTACTS WITH THE WORLD 


Ir ONE wants to understand the fun- 
damental processes according to which a 
human being acts at the three main levels 
of his nature — physiological, emotional 
and mental—the first thing is to study 
the very simplest happenings which take 
place as this man comes in contact with 
another man or any living organism con- 
fronting him. Back of these organic and 
bodily, psychological and emotional, in- 
tellectual or intuitional, happenings we 
can distinguish basic “decisions” which 
determine how the process of becoming 
related to the confronting entity will 
operate. “Becoming related” can be given 
either a positive or a negative expression. 
Fear and hatred are negative aspects of 
relatedness, just as desire and lave are 
positive aspects. 

All life-contacts produce elements from 
the two poles of attraction and repulsion, 
as there is no love that does not include 
at least the smallest percentage of re- 
pulsion. Even “divine love” contains that 
which pushes man away from God, so 
that man might unfold his latent divine 
faculties as an individual; and there is 
no hatred so absolute that it be devoid 
utterly of a glimmer of love and desire 
for union. These two polarities in the 
working out of any relationship (attrac- 
tion and repulsion) are themselves con- 
nected with two eaually basic bio-psychic 
drives or tendencies: the desire to expand 
and to grow by expanding, and the desire 
to stabilize within clearly defined bounda- 
ries the balance and rhythm of one’s 
organic activities. This second urge is the 
instinet for security and permanency, and 
at higher levels the urge to become an in- 
dividualized self, an ego-structured micro- 
cosm, a “Son of God,” established in its 
own identity to the point of “personal im- 
mortality.” 

Clearly, the last two mentioned drives 
are to be referred, in astrological sym- 
bolism, to Jupiter and Saturn. Jupiter 
is the planet of growth through assimi- 
lation and expansion ; Saturn, the symbol 
of consolidation through concentration of 
all activities that tend to establish the

organism’s (or the self’s) position with- 
in a larger whole (natural, social or 
cosmic). Jupiter and Saturn have often 
been called the “social planets.” More 
generally they deal with any and ali asso. 
ciative processes wherever units gather 
(or are pushed forcibly) within a larger 
whole, of which they then become more 
or less well integrated, functional parts, 

Mars and Venus, on the other hand 
are symbols of those bio-psychic processes 
which are the immediate expression of 
organic existence, without any direct or 
primary reference to association with, or 
flight from, any other being. They are 
manifestations of the simplest actions and 
reactions of mere liviag, of sheer spon- 
taneity of being at any level (cellular 
body-organic, psychic, mental-creative, 
spiritual). Thus, as I stated in preced- 
ing articles, Mars and Venus, operating 
through the “first level life-system” repre- 
sented by the Moon or the “sub-lunar 
sphere,” are the basic polarities in the 
most concrete and most immediate activi- 
ties of life in the human organism. Mars 
represents all out-going drives and re- 
leases of bio-psychic energy (based pri- 
marily on the combustion of substances 
like starch and sugar), while Venus 
stands for all processes, of transforma- 
tion, by means of which what the or- 
ganism takes in (psychically as well as 


‘ physically) is rendered ready for assimil- 


ation—that is, for further organic build- 
ing-processes which add new substances 
to the organism without impairing ‘or 
altering the archetypal pattern (generic 
and personal) of the organism. 

_ This last statement is of considerable 
importance, for while Jupiter is also 
seemingly referring to a process of as 
similation and substance-increase, it does 
not guarantee that this expansior will 
not impair or alter the archetypal pattern 
of the organism. Jupiter may kill the 
bodily organism by over-eating and fat: 
it may destroy the integrity of the in- 
dividual by making him participate in 
voracious or over-large social, religious 
or cosmic whole, within which this per- 
son will lose his integrity or identity. 
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Jupittr may thus become very destruc- 
tive for the organism of body or soul. 
The Venus force, however, does not de- 
stroy in such a manner. It never leads 
of itself to impairing or alteration of or- 
ganic identity or self; yet it has also a 
destructive aspect based on pride of self, 
vanity, spiritual selfishness, ete. 

Thus Venus (and the thyroid gland, 
its “throne”) is the basic factor in all 
metabolism—subject to the overall regu- 
latory power of the “matriarch” of the 
life-system, the pituitary gland. Jupiter, 
of course, has also much to do with the 
digestive and assimilative functions; but 
its huge organic laboratory, the liver, is 
essentially — or should be — under the 
command of the thyroid. If the liver 
functions without proper metabolic con- 
trol from the thyroid, it tends to over- 
load the organism by stimulating the 
appetite for more than the body should 
assimilate (if it is to remain true to its 
standard and proportions); and Jupi- 
terian over-functioning is stimulated by’ 
the Great Sympathetic nerve system, 
which belongs to the “second level” of 
the life-system. 

We saw that this Jupiterian Sym- 
pathetic system of nerves and ganglions 
is accompanied by a mechanism of 
“brakes” inhibiting its activity, the 
Saturnian Vagus (or parasympathetic) 
system. The Vagus is not merely a long 
and intricate nerve (one of the twelve 
so-called “cranial nerves’); it refers to 
a type of nerve-cells found as well in 
the metabolic centres of the brain. There 
are at the autonomic and unconscious 
level of the nervous system two kinds of 
nerve-currents: a driving current and a 
braking current, which interact in a mul- 
tiplicity of ways. It is the preponderance 
of either of these currents which deter- 
mines the responses of the body (and the 
biologically determined parts of the 
psyche) to any confrontations and any 
relationship. 

If the Jupiterian current dominates, 
we go to meet the entity confronting us; 
if the Saturnian current controls the ac- 
tions of the organism, the tendency is 
to run away or to freeze up (“play 
dead”). In the first case, the organism 
(at the instinctive or at the conscious- 
ego level) accepts the relationship (posi- 
tive attitude) ; in the second, it refuses 
to enter into association with what is 
facing it (negative attitude). 


Anger and Fear 


The phenomena of anger and fear, 
prominently mentioned by endocrinolo- 
gists in connection with activities of the 
adrenal glands, are destructive expres- 
sions of these two attitudes. Fear is a 
Saturn emotion of a destructive char- 
acter which is based on a subconscious 
or conscious, real or imaginary, sense 
of inferiority; that is, on the poignant 
realization that the body or the ego and 
the “will” have not the power, knowl- 
edge or general ability to meet what- 
ever confronts them. Fear may be 
generalized and lasting, as inferiority- 
complex or persistent anxiety-neurosis ; 
or it may be sudden, aroused by an un- 
expected meeting with some seemingly 
over-powering enemy. 

If the fear reactions are not checked 
or transformed by the more spiritual 
and conscious part of the personality 
working through the cerebrospinal sys- 
tem, the organism will either freeze up 
or run away. In the first case, the in- 
hibitory Vagus nerves act with great 
power, and all life-functions—including 
even heart beats and breathing—will be 
almost entirely suspended. The life- 
force becomes static within its skin 
boundaries; certain animais may even 
stop or disguise their own scent. The 
raising of the hair, the pallor of the 
skin, are reactions connected with the 
protection of these skin-boundaries; the 
dilating of the pupils enables the eye to 
increase its awareness of any move of 
the enemy. 

The “playing dead” technique ( a 
Saturnian refusal to meet the foe) is 
perfect in some animal species; in human 
beings we find it translated to the psychic 
level, together with the self-protective 
technique of camouflage. Except for a 
few special instances, it is based on fear 
and a realization (real or imaginary, | 
repeat) of inevitable defeat, should the 
relationship be accepted. But why this 
defeatism? Obviously because the or- 
ganism or ego feels instinctively or con- 
sciously, that its Mars function 1s inferior 
to the occasion—or, for some reason, 
cannot or should not be used. 

An inferior Mars function means pri- 
marily muscular weakness and the in- 
ability to mobilize organic and psychic 
energy. Thus an individual witha “weak” 
Mars at birth (for one reason or an- 
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other) tends to: be subject to fear, 
anxiety. And it is just what happens 
when the functioning of the adrenal 
glands is impaired in any way, and the 
energy-producing sugar reserves cannot 
be mobilized, or are insufficient. Fear 
itself is not caused by any adrenal secre- 
* tion, but by the sense that these secre- 
tions are inadequate to the task of 
meeting successfully a definite challenge, 
or any challenge in general. 

The organism instinctively knows, how- 
ever, that in the past (ancestral or per- 
sonal) any sudden release of adrenal 
hormones has meant that a desperate 
attempt to overcome a serious danger 
was going on; thus when these hormones 
are injected forcibly into the organism, 
or when a disease condition accelerates 
abnormally the production of adrenalin 
in a blood-stream not accustomed even to 
the normal amount of it, symptoms usually 
connected with fear appear.* I have 
known people with very weak adrenals 
who nearly fainted when the dentist gave 
them cocaine injections with a few drops 
of adrenalin, yet were able to take with- 
out the slightest disturbance or fear the 
same cocaine without adrenalin. Their 
blood-stream was so unadjusted to even 
small amounts of adrenalin that violent 
reactions on the heart and the autonomous 
nervous systems followed upon the in- 
jection of the extremely small dose of 
adrenalin. The feeling was one of con- 
traction of the heart, of nerve-pain al- 
most similar to angina, of difficulty in 
breathing—all symptoms of Vagus sys- 
tem excitation, Saturnian reactions. 

The Saturn function is excited where 
the Mars function is, or seems, weak or 
near collapse. The Vagus nerves take 
control of the situation, force the or- 
ganism to “freeze in its tracks” or fly 
away, rather than risk an apparently 
disastrous fight—or even a “love” that 
would lead to an increased sense of im- 
potency, or to the loss of. self-identity 
through being absorbed into the beloved. 
Security at any cost is the motto, and 
fear is the emotion surrounding or stimu- 
lating this Saturnian drive for security 
by the negative way of escape. Even the 
Ventisian pride of self and vanity are 
forgotten in this urge to avoid relation- 
ship.

This pride of self is, on the other hand, 
an important factor in the phenomenon 
of anger. Anger is, in its extreme as 
pect, the will to kill the entity which com 
fronts the organism and ego; thus, the 
will to obliterate a disturbing factor in 
one’s immediate environment, a factor 
which “dares” to oppose, disturb of 
challenge the proud self, or the domineer- 
ing mentality wanting every other mind 
to agree with and to accept its ideas. 

Hunger and the urge for more “food” 
(physical or psychological) cause the 
animal or human individual to absorb 
and assimilate whatever confronts him; 
and this is the normal Jupiterian drive 
for increase and expansion, which may 
lead to fight, aggression and killing. But, 
hunger and the hunting processes must 
not be confused with anger. The sudden 
arousal of biological energies and of 
muscular power needed to leap upon 
a prey required for food is not anger. 
The sudden release of adrenal hormones 


‘which makes this animal leap or charge 


possible is normally controlled by the 
Sympathetic nerves expressing the Jupi- 
terian (and Venusian) urge to meet the 
needs of the organs of metabolism and 
djgestion—and also, in another sense, of 
sexual reproduction (male aggressive- 
ness ). 

There is anger, however, in the animal 
disturbed while eating its prey, or rest- 
ing. in the sun, in the lioness guarding 
her young from intruders, etc. And this 
anger is a violent protest against, and 
defiance of, any intrusion or challenge 
to the integrity of the self and to the 
possessions (physical or psychomental) 
of the self. An exaggerated pride, will- 
to-power, egocentric ambition — also an 
over-sensitiveness to any unwelcome dis- 
turbance—lead to anger and to the urge 
to annihilate the offender. In these cases 
there is a combination of Venusian pride 
or vanity, of Saturnian egocentricity and 
emotional rigidity, of Jupiterian acquisi- 
tiveness, and of Martian aggressive power 
aroused by the negative qualities of the 
other planetary functions. 

The type of excitation of the adrenals 
which is associated with the phenomenon 
of anger seems to involve primarily a 
special couplingeof the Mars and Saturn 
functions; anger could thus be called 
Martian outgoing energy combined with 
Saturnian bitterness and egocentricity. 
The element of over-sensitiveness to 
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offenses (real or imaginary) and to any 
challenge to security is likewise related 
to the parathyroid glands which are 
closely associated to the Saturnian Vagus 
system. Hot-headedness does not have 
this Saturnian background, but implies 
a strong combination of Martian and 
Jupiterian drives, or some special kind 
of stimulation of the Mars funetion— 
perhaps in combination with solar energy, 
sex-power, etc. 

The process of breathing, which be- 
longs (as we stated previously) to this 
same “second level” of the life-system 
and comes under the department of 
Mercury-activity, has much to do also 
with giving, or failing to give, power to 
an individual’s meetings with other liv- 
ing organisms. Breathing is controlled 
by the Sympathetic- Vagus coupling ; Jupi- 
ter accelerates it, Saturn slows it down. 
Breathing inhibited by the Saturnian 
Vagus nerves tends to become the con- 
dition known as asthma, in which para- 
thyroid disturbances and psychological 
hypersensitivity are in most cases in- 
volved. An over-active Sympathetic sys- 
tem tends to produce quick pulse and 
breathing, especially if it acts focally 
upon the Venus-controled thyroid, or the 
latter is over-stirred in some other way. 

To speak of the “tides of the breath” 
and of its ebb and flow, is to see as a 
whole the complex series of processes 
based upon oxydation and combustion. 
These tides were the subject of pro- 
found studies and specialized techniques 
in Hindu Yoga. We can well surmise 
that their effects upon the condition of 
the nervous systems — especially . the 
cerebrospinal system, which in turn can 
control the breathing—were and are un- 
derstood by Yogis better-than by Western 
doctors. Yoga, both at the physical and 
the mental levels (Hatha and Raja), is 
largely a technique of conscious develop- 
ment of the Mercury function, as a 
foundation for the arousal of the higher 
biopsychic powers latent in the third 
order of organic functions—the order of 
the interplay between a transfigured 
Saturn-polarity and the Solar polarity in 
the head (and elsewhere). ; 

_ At this third level, the simpler and 
instinctual associative processes of the 
second level (Jupiter-Saturn) are ‘argely 
superseded by the more complex and con- 
scious integrational process in which Sun 
and Saturn are the two polarities. Uranus 


acts as the arouser of the higher type of 
“vision” necessary to start this last 
process; Neptune, as the “universal sol- 
vent” that washes away obstructions and 
obsolete structures; Pluto, as the higher 
will to integration which plays havoc 
with, and indeed “atomicizes,”” the smaller 
wills intent upon remaining set within 
the fields of narrow allegiances. 

The trans-Saturnian planets can only 
refer, in my opinion, to processes which 
occur beyond the Saturnian boundaries 
of the bio-psychic organism—the body 
within its skin, and the psyche within the 
structure of the ego (for I consider the 
ego as the structuring factor acting 
throughout and ordering the conscious 
portion of the psyche or inner hie). 
Thus, these remote planets may have 
what is loosely called “the aura” as their 
field of activity. This “auric field” both 
surrounds and pervades the physical or- 
ganism ; nevertheless, there may be zones 
or organs in the latter which can be com- 
pared to “gates” through which the auric 
processes enter more directly or focally 
the bio-psychic organism. 

Through these gates or lenses the ener- 
gies of a vaster Whole, whose real field 
of functional operation is at a “higher” 
or finer level of activity, invade, or ooz¢ 
into, the realms of body and psyche—thie 
realm of the “personality.” These trans- 
cendental energies are nevertheless sub- 
stantial—just as modern physics con- 
siders light’ as (at least partly) a stream 
of substantial entities, the “photons.”’ But 
the substance referred to is of a finer 
type than those of our familiar human 
organism. In this sense, we may call it 
“auric substance” or even, less accurate- 
ly, spiritual substance. 

Uranus symbolizes the activity of this 
energy-substance in its dynamic. aspect 
(like the “wave’’-aspect of light) ; Nep- 
tune, its substantial aspect (light as a 
stream of photons or particles). Uranian 
activity is thus dynamic, illuminative, 
shattering, often blinding—and the pineal 

land (a transfigured eye) is related to 
it, perhaps is the lens through which it 
reaches (is stepped down to) the level of 
the earth-born human personality. Nep- 
tunian activity can most likely be re- 
ferred to the substantial aspect of the 
“auric field,” in so far as this field also 
steps down and concentrates upon man’s 
bio-psychic organism substances of a 
more “cosmic” type. Neptune, for in- 
stance, probably deals with phenomena 
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of “materialization,” ectoplasm, and, as 
Alan Leo suggested, the “spiritual body” 
of Christ-like beings. By extension, Nep- 
tune refers generally to all types of or- 
ganizational activities aiming at the 
building of universalistic socio-political 
“organisms”—thus, with “federal” types 
of organization (like the U.N.) in con- 
tradistinction to more local “national” 
states which come within the field of 
Jupiter-Saturn activity. 

As to Pluto, its function (from this 
point of view) is not too clear; but it 
most likely deals with the “seeding pro- 
cess” whereby the “harvest” of personal 
experience is made to coalesce or to be 
“metabolized” into the foundation for 
super-personal being. Pluto, in its high- 
est sense, is the seed of the “immortal 
personality,” or the nucleating power 
which transfers the essence of individual 
selfhood from the bio-psychic to the ideo- 
spiritual levels. Thus, Pluto may indeed 
be related at a higher level with the 
sexual seed—and this “higher level seed” 
is probably no other than the cerebrum 
(the “new” brain) which looks indeed 
exactly like a germinating seed (a bean 
for instance), the rootlet being the spinal 
cord. 

Pluto has been likened by Marc Jones 
to Mercury; but it may well be that it 
symbolizes brain-activity, not in itself, 
but in so far as it is related to the de- 
velopment of super-personal, immortal 
being. This can refer, in rare cases, to the 
process of reaching the state of “personal 
immortality” in a “Christ-body” (Nep- 
tune) ; generally, it represents the process 
by which a thinking individual contrib- 
utes to his civilization, to the “style” of 
his epoch. 

In any case, what is at stake where 
these trans-Saturnian planets are con- 
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cerned is not the relationships between 
man and other men, between living or 
ganisms and other earth-born bodies; it 
is instead the relationship between one 
individual person and the greater Whole 
(Humanity, Man in a transcendent sense, 
the Mystic Body of Christ, the whole 
Cosmos at a super-physical level) in 
which this individual person participates, 
or seeks to participate. It is this latter 
type of relationship which begins with 
the breath; for with the breath the indi- 
vidual relates himself to that which is 
impersonal and all-embracing; to the air 
which poor and rich, lovers and foes 
alike, must accept into their innermost 
being, or die.

with the passage of 17° 53’ Aquarius 
over the midheaven, about a year after 
the mundane contact with Mercury and 
approximately a year and a half before 
that with the Moon. 

Here then 1s revealed one of the rea- 
sons why major directions such as those 
formed by the progressed (or regressed) 
M.C. sometimes fail to act on time or 
seem to be spread more or less diffusely 
over a long period, due to the fact that 
the bodies concerned in the conjunctions 
or oppositions, because of their north or 
south latitudes, are not always on the line 
of the midheaven when the ecliptic point 
of the zodiacal degree they hold is there. 
In a case such as that illustrated one 
would expect the effects of the three con- 
junctions with the progressed M.C. to be 
spread over several years, the literary 
tendencies or mental activities induced by 
Mercury being much more accentuated at 
the commencement of the series of direc- 
tions than the public interest denoted by 
the Moon, the effects of which would 
reach their peak 2% years later, while the 
full intensity of the combined influence 
of Mercury and the Moon would be felt 
nearer the time of the zodiacal conjunc- 
tion, a direction which one would expect 
to posses a far deeper psychological sig- 
nifiance than either of the two mundane 
conjunctions. , 

Differences of this kind are even more 
marked in our northern latitudes where 
the ascendant is concerned, but they must 
form the subject of the next article.

Tue New Moon of April 28th will 
govern the flow of events through most 
of May—till the New Moon of May 
27th. The April 28th lunation is especial- 
ly significant since it is a partial Solar 
eclipse. This means that initiatives, con- 
ferences, projects, pacts, etc., scheduled 
for the day of the eclipse or during a few 
days preceding it are destined to be flops 
or surprises, in short, anything but what 
may be intended and expected. It is also 
significant that Chiang Kai Shek has this 
eclipse opposite his Scorpio Sun since the 
November 1, 1948 Solar eclipse fell on 
his Sun, thus marking out crucial six 
months for him. In that time he was 
“eclipsed” from office. But the transits 
his natal Sun is receiving from major 
planets are more favorable than other- 
wise and he probably should not be dis- 
counted now just because he is no longer 
head of the Chinese Republic. President 
Truman, “eclipsed” into greater promi- 
nence by the same November Ist eclipse 
is liable to be affected too by this one 
opposite his Moon. It is quite possible 
that the upsurge of popularity (Moon) 
which he experienced at and since the 
Election will now terminate with this sec- 
ond eclipse. For the “spotlight” effect of 
eclipse stimuli are often followed by a 
period of relative obscurity after the 
eclipses have passed by. 

Eclipses mark the points of initiation 
and termination of all types of trains of 
developments, so that they indicate a 
change of phase in the current of events. 
Such a change of phase should be ex- 
pected now as May commenees. Up till 
the time of the May 12th Full Moon, 
inharmonious aspects outweigh harmoni- 


ous ones by two to one, but in the last 
half of the lunation cycle the swing is 
towards a preponderance of harmonious 
relations, so that on a balance the month 
is even. In general, the latter part of the 
month will be more favorable for smooth 
sailing than the first part, but this is 
somewhat offset by the turning retro- 
grade of Mercury on May 22nd; to re- 
main in retrograde motion until June 
15th. Mercury will reach the place of its 
later turn to direct motion for the first 
time on May &th which thus commences 
the period during which tangles and de- 
lays in communications must be expected. 
This is just as applicable to international 
relations as it is to personal lives and 
relationships. 

Both the New and Full Moon charts 
are characterized by a bunching of the 
Sun and the terrestrial planets, i.e., Mer- 
cury-Venus-Mars. This is particularly 
true of the New Moon when Pluto sta- 
tionary, turning direct, in mid-Leo squares 
the Taurus grouping. Jupiter at the be- 
ginning of Aquarius is also more loosely 
involved. This is a dynamic eclipse con- 
figuration which presages subversive ac- 
tivities and conflicts—Pluto’s square is a 
solar 4th house one which will also be 
strongly expansive (Jupiter in T-Cross). 
The presence of the terrestrial planets in 
the configuration should mean that this 
will involve personal feelings, thoughts 
and actions to a marked degree, i.e., cer- 
tain figures may become the focal ex- 
pression of these tensions whose scope 
is liable to be international. Since Mars 
crosses the eclipse point on May 8th it 
may precipitate the effects in a decisive 
manner and rather rapidly. 
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North America 


The New Moon configuration finds 
Neptune alone outside a fixed T-Cross 
configuration. In addition, it is angular 
in the 7th, throwing great emphasis on 
our relations with other people and states, 
and indicating that we may be self 
deceived, confused or misled in dealing 
with others, Neptune’s angularity in the 
4th house of the Full Moon chart indi- 
cates possible difficulties as a result of 
Spring floods. The eclipse of the New 
Moon chart and the planets bunched with 
it are in the 2nd which places stress on 
economic matters, especially since this 
grouping is square to both Jupiter and 
Pluto and Saturn—the T-Cross. Counter- 
balancing this dynamic index of conflict 
is the trine that Mars in 2nd makes to 
Saturn and Pluto in the 6th (labor, 
armed forces, supplies, health), which 
may mean that these problems can be 
worked out constructively or stalemated 
by their indecision, vacillation or ob- 
scurity of motives. 

Uranus is angular in the 4th where it 
may mark a peak in the civil rights strug- 
gle. Fortunately, it sextiles both Saturn 
and Mars which should open the way to 
a settlement along progressive lines of 
the complex Labor-civil rights-economic, 
housing programs. Uranus indeed can 
harmonize the tensions indicated by the 
T-Cross since it favorably aspects two 
of its arms. Furthermore by Sign Uranus, 
Jupiter (11th), and Neptune are in a 
very wide Grand Trine which can make 
for a resolution of conflicts and for con- 
structive changes, but the configuration 
is weak and performance may not meas- 
ure up to promise and expectation. The 
overall delationary trend of business is 
such that it is vitally necessary to iron 
out these problems in order to bring our 
national economy into smooth running 
order. 

Mars-Sun-Venus are loosely conjunct 
in Taurus at the Full Moon, and since 
Pluto squares Sun-Mars we once more 
have a T-Cross in Fixed Signs. Once 
more, too, we have a singleton planet 
lying on one side of the opposition of 
Sun-Mars to the Moon, i.e., Jupiter at 
2° Aquarius. This is a very loose T-Cross 
but the accent ts on Jupiter, which is in 
the 8th, accentuating spending and 


financial agreements. The opposition fall- 
ing in the 11th-5th houses is likely to 
emphasize the role of our Congress or 


—> 


congressmen #h attempting to meet our 
general international economic problem 
(Pluto square from the 2nd house), and 
the importance of personal feelings and 
actions in deciding these matters (Mars. 
Sun-Venus in 11th). From now on the 
U. S. and its citizens are liable to have 
to confront a tough economic problem 
presented by the general post-war de- 
cline which we have referred to earlier, 
The Sunspot cycle is going downhill and, 
short ef the artificial stimulus of a war 
economy, our economic trend should also 
turn down from now on into 1952. 


Western Europe 


No planet is angular in the eclipse 
chart erected for London. The bunching 
of planets about the eclipsed Sun in the 
11th house appear to indicate a passion- 
ate discussion in the British Parliament 
of aims, purposes, and the end results 
and possibilities. Since the chief issues 
agitating Europe at present are Western 
Union and the Atlantic Pact, the oratory 
and emotion may center on them. 

At the Full Moon, Mars-Sun-Venus 
are in the 9th where they indicate the 
stirring up of emotional tension over 
foreign affairs and matters at a distance. 
Mercury in the 10th indicates that dis- 
cussion, speeches, conferences, etc., will 
be unusually important in the life of 
Western Europe in the latter half of 
May. Uranus towards the end of the 10th 
may bring some changes in the govern- 
ments.of this area and a certain arbi- 
trariness on their part. 


Eastern Europe and Near East 


This month we have erected the chart 
for this area at Berlin which we have 
paid little attention to in past months 
since were believed that other areas in 
Eastern Europe and the Near East were 
more crucial in terms of actual develop- 
ments. The eclipse chart for the longitude 
of Berlin again stresses the need for a 
real clarification of the objectives toward 
which the occupying powers (and the 
governments of countries near this lon- 
gitude) are driving, the economic means 
by which they hope to attain them 
(eclipse square Pluto in the 2nd), and 
the concessions, or agreements they can 
gain from others (eclipse square Jupiter 
in the 7th). The possibility of a prac- 
tical, permanent solution is indicated, 
altho goals may have to be shaved down 
somewhat (Mars trine Saturn from 11th 
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to 2nd). Unless a real effort is made, 
however, the economic and currency situ- 
ation and Western Germany’s participa- 
tion in the general European scene can 
stir up real strife by the latter part of 
May, for Mars is in the 8th (square 
Pluto) at the Full Moon. Changes are 
possible in the personnel of the high com- 
mand as well as in policies originating 
from the top level (Uranus in 10th). 
This may apply also to an increased de- 
fiance on the part of leaders of the na- 
tionalist movements in the Soviet satellite 
states—a la Tito. 


Russia and the Middle East 


The grouping of planets about the Sun 
at the eclipse is in the 10th house at 
Moscow, while Neptune is at the 4th 
cusp. Such an emotionally stimulating 
configuration culminating at Moscow 
should act as a stimulus to action as well 
as feeling—Mars at the end of Aries 
trine Stalin’s late Sagittarius Sun. In 
general this should be favorable to Stalin 
—Saturn trine Mars together making a 
grand trine with his Sun, and it may 
mean the laying down of a concrete pro- 
gram of action (Mars trine Saturn), 1.e., 
for the Soviet government to follow out. 
Thus, early May and late April may 
prove to be a period when the “Party 
Line” for the new phase in the “cold” 
war is worked out. 

Neptune rises at the Full Moon and 
may mean a new form of collectivist 
“utopia” will be dangled before the weary 
eyes of the Russian people who now 
barely eke out an existence in what the 
Communists term the garden of para- 
dise. There may be some emotional fervor 
over the economic situation and financial 
needs in the latter part of the month since 
Mars-Sun-Moon in the 8th oppose the 
Moon in the 2nd. Surprise moves, news, 
announcements, which the Soviets delight 
in like small children, are a possibility in 
this latter part of May since both Uranus 
and Mercury are in the 9th, i.e., any such 
news will probably be for foreign export. 


India and Central Asia 


Foreign relations promise to be vital to 
Hindustan this month since the solar 
bunching of planets at the eclipse are 
found in the 9th house at New Delhi. 
The people will find progress slow and 
burdensome with Saturn at the Ascend- 
ant. They will not favor changes under 
such an influence and will cling to India’s 





traditional mores. With Jupiter in the 
6th one of India’s most vital life depart- 
ments—social services, labor and welfare 
—should see some improvement. There 
may be sudden political changes since 
Uranus is at the 11th cusp. 

Cooperation and joint relations with 
other peoples and states—this may well 
mean Indonesia and the growing Asian 
Bloc—will be vital later in the month 
since Sun-Venus-Mercury are in the 7th 
where they oppose the Moon rising in 
the Ist. The latter indicates that popular 
reaction will be an important factor. The 
government may find itself assuming 
fresh responsibilities since Saturn will be 
in the 10th house of the Full Moon chart. 
Uranus in the 8th is an index of some 
uncertainty in economic dealings and 
trade with others. The angularity of Sa- 
turn in both charts shows that Hindustan 
is slated for burdens and delays this 
month, yet Saturn, an important planet 
in all Indian key charts, should enable 
them to make their past gains concrete 
and well-established. 


East Asia and Southeast Asia 


Pluto holds the M.C. at the eclipse, 
Jupiter is in the 4th and the Sun with 
Mars are in the 7th so that the T-Cross 
is angular. The U. S. may bear down in 
an attempt to stimulate further coopera- 
tion on the part of the Japanese. Any 
such effort may be attended by emotion- 
ally explosive tensions. At the Full Moon 
Jupiter is in the Ist which promises a 
better situation and more hopeful outlook 
for the people. ‘The chief emphasis is 


- liable to be on the economy since both 


Saturn and Pluto are in the 8th where 
they square Sun-Venus in the Sth. The 
rehabilitation of. Japanese econoiny and 
industry may prove to be in for some 
disappointments during this period and 
to present some emotionally frustrating 
headaches. The continuing danger that 
our occupying authorities need to watch 
is that they do not overencourage the 
Zaibitsu, the large industrialists and land- 
holders. 
Latin America 

Brazil is singled out for exciting events 
in May by the position of the eclipse in 
the Ascendant (with Mars in Aries lead- 
ing the group of planets) and Jupiter, a 
singleton above the horizon, at the mid- 
heaven. This spells aggressiveness, ac- 
tion, emotional tension and the willing-

Mercury. Venus and the Sun make 
a series of squares to Saturn as they each 
in turn leave Taurus on the Ist, 13th, 
and 20th of May, and Saturn prepares 
to depart from Leo at long last for a 
transit’ of Virgo, which it does on May 
30th. These being “last phase” squares 
(that is between the opposition and con- 
junction), May might see the final Satur- 
nine disposal of any Leonian gesture 
which point to high, wide and handsome 
gambles in the past but with current 
problems over-hanging; such as ambi- 
tions of broad scale, love or money, fam- 
ily, estate, matters that have been too 
inflated. All the Taurean implications 
taken together with the 2nd, 5th and 8th 
(Scorpio) houses, there could be a defi- 
nite reshuffle of values. 

The first four days could in fact set 
the scene for revision or changed direc- 
tion that becomes effective between the 
19th and 22nd, when Mercury goes retro- 
grade for the following three weeks. On 
the 1st Mars is just.entering Taurus as 
Mercury is leaving that sign in square 
to Saturn. This is a falling barometer, 
and may be only news, but on the 2nd 
Mars squares Jupiter in Aquarius, and 
when Mars and Jupiter battle, something 
usually gives. The financial sector is not 
immune, although various departments of 
public or private life may be involved; 
such as government, industry, laws, rules, 
fluid resources and assets. This is always 
a serious aspect for taking chances with 
consequent losses, although it occurs 
fairly frequently—for instance it will be 
in force again in August from Cancer 
to Capricorn. The third aspect of this se- 
ries falls on the 4th, and is Sun square 
Pluto. This configuration argues very 
harsh but authoritative action that would 
touch on world conditions and perhaps 
cut off personal projects. Furthermore 
Mars will square Pluto on the 19th, so 
present events may grow more heated at 
that time. 

After the 4th however, the month has 
many .developments that can be progres- 
sive, gainful, harmonious, including the 
only conjunction of May—that of Mer- 
cury to Venus, occurring at the New

Moon of the 27th; always an omen of 
happiness, peace, prosperity. In addition 
to Mars entering and Mercury leaving 
Taurus on the Ist, the planetary move- 
ments show that Saturn also turns to 
direct motion in Leo that “day, which 
gives its aspects added force. On the 
13th Venus enters Gemini to stay in that 
sign until June 7th. Jupiter is stationary 
to retrograde in Aquarius on the 20th, 
the Sun enters Gemini on the 21st and 
Mercury retrogrades on the 22nd; a 
backwash of conditions may become very 
evident during these three days. The last 
movement of the month is the entry of 
Saturn into Virgo on the 29th, leaving 
Leo and 5th house matters to the harsh 
treatment of Pluto. 

Any strong position or aspect to 
Saturn denotes gain by labor, method, re- 
sponsibility, in any state from the high- 
est government offices to hard daily serv- 
ice, also through products of the soil or 
its resources (agriculture, minerals, etc. ). 
And as Virgo has an influence over such 
matters, as well as Army, Navy, animals, 
drugs, health, employment, the Saturn 
transit could have much import on these 
affairs in the next two or three years. 
In good aspect to Jupiter the probabili- 
ties are beneficial to contracts, transit, 
shipping, public position, career, invest- 


‘ments. In sextile aspect to Uranus (which 


it has been from Leo to Gemini and will 
be from Virgo to Cancer), it greatly 
stimulates research work, unusual inves- 
tigations, museum or scientific develop- 
ments, and deep dark plots. So with 
Saturn terminating its Leo stay with 
three squares and then activating the 
mutable signs, a double shuffle of events 
and conditions could take place by the 
end of June. 

At the Full Moon of May 12th some 
hint of over-extended desires, finances, 
loans, credits, may be felt, along with 
health, broken romances or associations. 
In this chart Cancerrises with the Moon, 
ruler, in the 5th; the Sun, Mars and 
Venus (also North Node) in the 11th, 
these being in zodiacal square to Saturn 
in the 3rd and Mars square Fluto (ex- 
act on the 19th) in the 2nd house. This 
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points to local, domestic or foreign 
trouble over money, loans, bases, eco- 
nomics and help. Congress appears to be 
trying to stop commitments or inflation- 
ary tendencies, but these may be taken 
care of by an indefatigable enemy. Jupi- 
ter is in the 8th house in Aquarius, ready 
to retrograde on the 20th. However its 
position here argues for good business, 
incomes, government receipts, wages and 
prices. Mercury and U:anus in the 12th 
trine Neptune in the 4th. Secret ma- 
neuvers may be pushed overtime, but 
nevertheless would be widely discussed. 
The weather might be inclement, social 
life dull or restricted. But jobs may open 
with a romantic interest. International 
affairs seems beset by arguments, deals, 
and a possibly surprising ending or hec- 
tic changes along about the first of June. 

The New Moon of May 27th falls in 
the 7th house of a chart for that event. 
This presages action at home and abroad 
(Moon and Sun ruling 9th and 10th 
houses) showing fortunate opportunities 
for labors, diplomacy, shared incomes, 
national finances, agreements, business, 
as the lunation sextiles Pluto in the 9th 
and trines Neptune in the 11th, while 
Uranus in the 8th sextiles Saturn on 
the midheaven. Mercury and Venus are 
conjunct in the 8th house, between Sun- 
Moon and Uranus, all in Gemini, sig- 
nificant of happy endings, even if final. 
However, Mercury and Jupiter (the lat- 
ter in the 3rd house) are doth retrograde 
and Mars is in the 7th, always indicative 
of stress, Hence there may be consider- 
able push against obstacles, hurry to ar- 
tive at any goal, but strong limitations to 
be met in getting there. Restrictions could 
be powerful with Saturn-Pluto on the 
midheaven square Mars. Moreover a 
retrograde Mercury cannot be rushed, al- 
though matters undertaken under such 
conditions may ultimately be very suc- 
cessful. Mercurial occupations and the 
gain therefrom, especially with Venus 
conjoined, could be writings, lectures, 
speaking, traveling, commissions, agents, 
paper (folding) money; also commercial 
transactions, from a loaf of bread to 
companies, publishing, advertising, rela- 
tionships, local or close social affiliates, 
changes in ideas, plans, projects. With 
the exception of Jupiter and the North 
Node, all the planets in this New Moon 
chart are above the horizon, and with the 
strong Saturn-Pluto shows a heavy hand 


being placed on world moves. Foreign 
leaders could be much in the news. Fam- 
ily, love, romance, ‘engagements, mar- 
riages, perhaps also divorces, seem, how- 
ever, to keep social life busy and amused. 
Money may be tight for personal desires. 
The population may be in a truculent 
spending mood, but possibly caught be- 
tween huge wants and absolute necessi- 
ties. Coming surprising changes suggest 
prudence.

May 1 te 12 

A review of values might be a good 
way to offset stumbling blocks these first 
few days of May; be ready to shift bai- 
last or discharge oversized gambles.

tions placed in a convenient system for 
easy reference: 

CLASS I includes all solar aspects 
formed between the Sun and the planets; 
also all influences exerted “by position” 
which are most important, 


CLASS II includes all interplanetary 
aspects, that is, all aspects formed from 
one planet to another. These are in many 
cases slightly less important than those 
of Class I. 

CLASS III includes all lunar aspects, 
which in most cases are weaker than 
either of the above classes. 

When using the three classes for mak- 
ing forecasts, it will be necessary to bear 
in mind the degree of importance, the po- 
sition of the planets in respect to the 
earth, and the season of the year as well 
as the month, because while some never 
fail to produce a real effect, others are 
either doubtful or somewhat unimpor- 
tant. In later issues, each planet will be 
given consideration and space will be de- 
voted to planetary influences for the spe- 
cific month in question.

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Market Perspective 
May, 1949 


A CRITICAL zone in the longer term 
trend cycles, which relate to security 
prices and the implications of the busi- 
ness outlook, abruptly develops this 
month.

An important solar eclipse occurred 
November 1, 1948 in Seorpio, It was fol- 
lowed by a sharp reversal in popular 
assumptions, and a stock market collapse. 
On April 28, 1949 another important 
solar eclipse occurs which is in opposi- 
tion to the place of the November 1948 
phenomenon. Soon after, another rever- 
sal in popular opinion is due, from cir- 
cumstances and conditions which have 
their seeds in the events ef last Nevem- 
ber. The tota! fruits, in economic effects, 
are slated to launch trends which will 
contain implications that are net recog- 
nized as major factors undermining 
economic confidence until early in 1950 
(when Jupiter squares both points). 

The miner trend eycles are pre- 
dominantly bullish in their implications 
throughout the period from February to 
September 1949. However, these minor 
trend cycles are neutralized or reduced 
in power when strong major cycles are 
in a opposing trend. The strength due 
to be added to the major downward trend 
cycle position during this month, after 
the April eclipse is opposed by Mars on 


the 11th, may become sufficient to scuttle

further major upward trend prospects 
this year. With the exception of a second- 
ary high later (in the summer) the mar- 
ket trend may turn out to be a major 
downward trend after the period of May 
16th — 22nd is past and offerings are 
discovered to have been persistently larger 
than buying orders. 

Any signs in the market trend, which 
reflect an inability of prices to recover 
from the minor declines of late April to 
new minor highs, will be a confirming 
caution indication. An important top will 
be in the making which future hindsight 
may term as the place where securities 
should have been liquidated. 

During the past fifteen months the 
commodity price index has reversed to 
a downward trend and confirmed that 
reversal, These are important implica- 
tions, Comparable conditions have oc- 
cured in American history only a few 
times: in 1815, 1865 and in 1920. After 
each of these zones, comparable to the 
1947-1948 commodity price reversal, be- 
cause they follewed years of excessive 
war demand and inflation, the major 
trends held downward for thirteen years 
to fifteen years: half a Saturn cycle. The 
decline from 1815 reached a low in 1830, 
the 1865 peak a low in 1879, and the 
1920 peak a low in 1933. To ally notions 
that the current situation differs there 
were peacetime recurrences of the same 
cycle, with declines from 1837 to 185), 
and from 1882 to 1897, Apparently this 
Saturn cycle operates with regularity but 
its degree is dependent on the extent of 
the rise which preceded it. The first sharp 
reversal and decline phase usually runs to 
extremes in an average of fifteen months. 
After that several months of readjust- 
ment recovery develops, carrying from 
six months to a year. The sharp decline 
of prices in February was predicated on 
mounting inventorfes and excessive pro- 
duction prospects in the current crop 
year. But some revision in this assump- 
tion is cyclically due, either through crop

failures and weather upsets, price ex- 
tremes, or both, as the crops near har- 
vest. Therefore the line of least re- 
sistance for the present points upward 
in commodity futures and particularly 
grains. Critical areas where minor trends 
accelerate or reverse this month appear 
to be: the 4th, 6th-7th, the 18th, and the 
20th-21st. A minor high on the 4th will 
signal a decline to the 6th-7th, then 
strength to the 18th, with a setback to 
the 21st when strength would be due to 
resume.
